The Moderator called the meeting to order at 8:04 p.m. the 
Town Clerk read the Opening of the Warrant and the Return of 
Service. 


The following action was taken: 
ARTICLE 1 - Voted to pass over without action at this time. 


ARTICLE 2 - Voted to authorize the Board of Selectmen to enter into a 
contract with the Department of Public Works for the Construction and 
Maintenance of public highways for the fiscal year commencing July 1, 1998. 


ARTICLE 3,4,5,6, and 7 were voted to pass over without action at this 
time. 


Before ARTICLE 8 was voted on, Michael Perrault from the 
Community Center Building Committee made a presentation concerning the 
committee’s recommendations. The article was then presented with a slight 
change and a discussion ensued. At one point there was’a motion to pass over 
the article without action at this time, but this motion was defeated by a vote of 
YES 71 NO 94. A motion was then made to move the question with two 
amendments that were made by voters on town meeting floor. 


ARTICLE 8 - Voted (AS AMENDED) to establish the East Bridgewater 
Community Building Committee and to comprise such committee, seven (7) 
members shall be appointed by the board of Selectmen and the Town 
Moderator. The purpose of the Committee shall be to design and construct a 
Community Building at the Town owned property behind the Town Hall and 
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Farren cottage or at some other suitable town owned property. The Committee 
has to return to Town Meeting to approve location. 


The committee shall be empowered to solicit contributions, select an architect, 
request funds for the design and construction of the building, and with the 
approval of the Board of Selectmen, apply for and accept grant money. All 
funds shall be deposited with the Town Treasurer and those funds may be 
expended without further appropriation for any related expenses with the 
approval of a majority of the Committee Members. The committee shall 
remain in control of the facility until the building is completed and the 
committee votes to transfer the control and daily operation of the facility to 
another Town Department, Board or Agency.

ARTICLE 10 - Voted to reauthorize and continue the Unmanned 
Ambulance Revolving Fund (12312-52985) established by Article 7 of the June 
16, 1997 Special Town Meeting under Massachusetts General law Chapter 44 
Section 53E1/2, for the purpose of operating maintaining and funding the 
“Unmanned Ambulance Operation, as authorized at the October 4, 1993 
Special town Meeting and the Multi Town Unmanned Ambulance Agreement 
dated April, 1997, and to continue to credit this account with all receipts 
received in accordance with the Multi Town Unmanned Ambulance 
Agreement and to further reauthorize the East Bridgewater Fire Chief to make 
expenditures from this account for such operations, not to exceed $10,000.00 
for Fiscal Year 1999.

Marble One Hundred Twenty One and 96/100 (121.96’) feet to a 
point; thence run S 22 degrees 13’ 12” Two Hundred Sixty Six and 29/100 
(266.29’) feet to a point, the previous Two (2) courses of land now or formerly 
of Hillcrest Condominiums various owners” and now or formerly of Robert W. 
& Maureeen E. Bouffard; then run S73 degrees 0219” W by land now or 
formerly of said Bouffard’s Sixty Four and 11/100 (64.00’) feet to the point of 
beginning.

ARTICLE 20 - Voted (AS AMENDED) to amend the Town of East 
Bridgewater General By-Laws part III, Offenses and Penalties by adding sub- 
section XIX as “Non criminal Disposition Enforcement By-Law” by inserting 
the following, in accordance with the provisions of Chapter III, Section 31 and 
Chapter 40, Section 21D of the Massachusetts General Laws as amended. 
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NON-CRIMINAL DISPOSITION ENFORCEMENT BY-LAW 


Any person violating any provision of this By-Law, the Board of Health Rules 
and Regulations, any of the conditions under which a Board of Health Permit 
is used, or any decision rendered by the board of Health, may be fined not 
more than Fifty Dollars ($50.00) for each offense. Each day that said violation 
continues shall constitute a separate offense. 


In addition to other remedies available under any law, this By-Law, the Board 
of Health Rules and Regulations, any conditions under which a Board of 
Health Permit is issued, or any decision rendered by the Board of Health, may 
be enforced by and at its discretion under Massachusetts General Laws, 
Chapter 40, Section 21D, which provides for non-criminal disposition of such 
offenses. 


When so enforced, the penalties for the Board of Health violations of any type 
described herein, shall be: 


First Offense: Warning 
Second Offense: Fifty Dollars ($50.00) 
Third Offense: Fifty Dollars ($50.00) 


Subsequent Offenses: Fifty Dollars ($50.00) 


This enforcement shall apply to any and all rules and Regulations under the 
jurisdiction of the East Bridgewater Board of Health promulgated under the 
General Laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, Code of Massachusetts 
Regulations, including but not limited to: 105 CMR 4000.00-419.00 “State 
Sanitary Code Article I & Article II”, 105 CMR 590.00-595.00 “Vending 
Machines and State Sanitary code for Food Establishments, Article X”, 310 
CMR 11.00 17.00 “Environmental Code title 1, The State Environmental Code 
Title V, Site Assignment for Solid Waste Facilities”, and rules and Regulations 
adopted and/or amended by the East Bridgewater Board of Health. 


The statute provides that enforcing persons shall be its designated Health 
Agent(s). This By-Law shall become effective upon the first publication in a 
newspaper in the East Bridgewater area after approval by the Attorney 
General.

A legal meeting of the Town of East Bridgewater was held at the 
Gordon W. Mitchell Middle School, 435 Central St. on April 11, 1998 under a 
Warrant issued by the Selectmen and dated March 10, 1998 to bring in their 
votes for the Election of Town Officers. 


Wardens in each precinct received 400 ballots and receipts for same 
were obtained. Ballot boxes were inspected by the Warden and Clerk of each 
precinct and found to be empty and tabulators registered at zero. The keys to 
the ballot boxes and tabulators were given to the police officer on duty. 


The following were sworn to faithful performance of their duties by 
Town Clerk, Marcia Weidenfeller: Precinct I, Jean Braddock (R), Warden; 
Gordon Hatfield (D), Clerk: Karli Connors (U), John Leonard (D), Leila Curley 
(D), and Rhonda Stroedter (U); Precinct II, Marijo Martin (R), Warden; Nancy 
Hacker (U), Clerk; Mary Woodman (R), Joseph Meaney (D), Tracy Doniger (U) 
and Rockford Hardman (D); Precinct III, Robert Duprey (R), Warden; Elaine 
Sands (U), Clerk; Linda Libby (D), Arthur Thurston (U), Dolores Meaney (D), 
George Braddock (R), Jack Curley (U) and William Black (R). 


Specimen ballots, penalty and instruction cards were posted according 
to law, as were the machine tapes that showed zero totals. The polls were 
declared open at 7 a.m. and closed at 8 p.m. 


The total number of eligible voters qualified to vote at the time of the 
election was 6981. Of that total, five hundred thirty five (535) actually voted. 


7.6 percent of the voters voted in the election.

Whoever violates any provision of these by-laws, the violation of which is 
subject to a specific penalty, may be penalized by a noncriminal disposition as 
provided in Massachusetts General Laws, Chapter 40, Sec. 21D. the 
noncriminal disposition method of disposition may also be used for violations 
of any rule or regulation of any municipal officer, board or department, 
including East Bridgewater Zoning By-Laws, which is subject to a specific 


penalty. 


Without intending to limit the generality of the foregoing, it is the intention of 
this provision that the following by-laws and sections of by-laws are to be 
included in within the scope of this subsection; that the specific penalties as 
listed here shall apply in such cases and that in addition to police officers, who 
shall in all cases be considered enforcing persons for the purpose of this 
provision, the municipal personnel listed for each section, if any, shall also be 
enforcing persons for such sections. Each day on which a violation exists shall 
be deemed to be a separate offense.

The Board continues to strive for long-term planning and financial stability as 
the demands for services continues to be a primary concern of the citizens. 


This August marked the beginning of our new Pay-As-You-Throw and 
Recycling Programs. Although, many citizens were apprehensive at the 
beginning of this program, we have proved that it works. The bi-weekly 
Recycling has increased with each month and the Town is very close to the 
State’s 46% recycling rate. A special thank you to the members of the Solid 
Waste Disposal Committee for the many hours of work that went into 
implementing these programs. It is expected that the cost for a trash 
disposal/ recycling program in the year 2000 will be funded through an 
Enterprise Account. As 100% of the amount citizens pay for bags and stickers 
comes back into this account, we hope to see total funding of the program 
without additional cost to residents. 


The announcement in December by John Clifford the he would be leaving the 
Town of East Bridgewater for a new position in the Town of Marshfield was 
accepted with regret. In John’s four years as Executive Assistant, he was 
instrumental in initiating many new programs, in negotiating many contracts 
and was a key member of the Town’s Financial Team . We extend our best 
wishes to John in his new position and know that he will continue to take an 
interest in the town’s affairs. 


This year marked the 175th Anniversary of the Incorporation of the Town of 
East Bridgewater and the 175th Anniversary Committee put together a 
weekend of events. We would like to express our congratulations to the 
Committee for their hard work, which resulted in a successful weekend. 
Although rain canceled the many outside activities, the Committee carried on 
and was able to hold all of their Saturday and Sunday events in the High 
School gym and auditorium. From the Ball on Friday evening to the Sunday 
closing ceremonies the weekend was filled with activities for all ages. 


The Board was saddened by the loss of a very special person to the Town of 
East Bridgewater, Wayne Johnson. Mr. Johnson was a dedicated, faithful 
member of this community. Always willing to lend a hand, Wayne was a 
tireless worker for East Bridgewater and its residents. As long as many of us

can remember, Wayne took part in the opening flag ceremony at our Annual

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REPORT OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater. 


1998 proved to be a challenging and productive year for this 
department. In addition to over 500 inspections this department responded to 
1512 incidents of which 1031 were Ambulance related. The remaining 481 
incidents were fire, rescue, public service, or other forms of emergency incident 
mitigation. 


Citizens are reminded that the staffing of the department consists of 
twelve full time firefighters providing 24 hour coverage with three firefighters 
on duty at all times. As noted in last years report and that of years earlier, 
manpower continues to be an area of great concern and the appointment of 
additional of full time firefighters, for the first time in nearly twenty years, is 
highly recommended. 


After in depth inspections and review of our records, record keeping, 
policies and procedures, and demonstrated incidents, the Fire Department 
Ambulance was licensed by the Department of Public Health Office of 
Emergency Medical Services and the Food and Drug Administration at the 
Advanced Life Support - Intermediate level. This certification followed 
months of intense effort by all members of this department to upgrade the 
level of service to the citizens that we serve. 


Fire prevention and education continues to be a top priority and in 
addition to other activities, we have maintained the Learn Not to Burn 
program in the Central School. We were proud to earn recognition in a 
national publication for our efforts and the results that we have realized since 
this program began. A special thanks is due to the staff of the Central School 
for their commitment to this program. 


In February this department took delivery of the new Ladder/ Tower. 
After extensive training this vehicle was put into service and is serving the 
Town well. In May a Thermal Imaging Camera was donated to this 
department. This was the result of two citizens in Town who came to me with 
the idea that they wanted to organize a group to raise the funds that would be 
necessary to purchase the unit. After much effort by their committee the unit 
was purchased and donated to this department. A sincere thanks is extended 
to the citizens and organizations that donated and raised the funds to make 
this invaluable piece of equipment a reality. In October the Shaw’s 
Supermarket Corporation donated funds to help towards the purchase and 
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installation of a compressor used to fill our Self - Contained Breathing 
Apparatus. Their efforts in that regard are truly appreciated. 


I am pleased to report that the infrastructure of this department, as it 
relates to equipment and apparatus, is in very good condition and I expect 
many years of service from the various pieces provided proper maintenance 
continues to be a priority. 


I extend my sincere gratitude to the members of this department, 
Board of Selectmen, and all other departments for their continued assistance 
and cooperation which helped to make 1998 another successful and productive 
year for your Fire Department.

The Board of Assessors office staff is preparing for the next revaluation 
scheduled for fiscal 2001. The real estate market for calendar 1999 will be 
researched, verified and analyzed to develop new valuations for land and 
buildings. Commercial and Industrial properties will be reviewed for their 
income and expenses in 1998 and 1999. 


The 7-year cyclical inspection program is entering its 4th year. The 
focus will shift from inspections of sales and building permits to a map by map 
review of any property not inspected in the past 7 to 10 years. The first cycle 
ends in year 2001. 


The Assessors Department has acquired from MASSGIS (a state 
agency) the GIS (GEOGRAPHIC INFORMATION SYSTEM) Disk with Maps 
and Demographic Information for East Bridgewater along with many layers of 
statewide information (roads, ponds, waterways, etc.). The Board of Assessors 
plan to ask for the necessary computer hardware to use this information for the 
benefit of the whole town.

I've received 646 calls for various reasons including complaints of dogs 
creating a nuisance, injured animals, animals in need of medical assistance and 
a variety of wildlife calls. 


It is my policy with the cooperation of the town, to place as many dogs into 
new homes. However, from time to time, dogs have to be euthanised because 
of abuse and neglect, or they are sick. These dogs cannot be rehabilitated and 
pose a high risk if adopted out. 


Over 400 tickets were issued for unlicensed, unvaccinated and/or expired 
rabies tags, barking dogs, etc. 


Approximately $10,000.00 as collected from tickets issued, fines, Board/care 
and adoption. All monies were collected by either the Town Clerk or by the 
Selectmen’s Office. The proper DL-9 forms were turned over to the Selectmen’s 
Office.

The Planning/ Building Department staff consists of Robert E. Lundberg, 
Building Inspector; Edward M. Gardner, Assistant Building Inspector; M. 
Marcia Anapolsky, Administrative Assistant and Dorothy L. Simpson, Senior 
Clerk. This past year this department was fortunate to hire Mr. Edward 
Gardner as part-time Building Inspector, he is a great asset to this department 
and brings with him many years experience in the construction/ building field 
and is certified by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts as a Building 
Inspector. 


The function of the Planning/ Building Department is to receive applications 
and plans for new subdivisions, oversee the construction of buildings and 
installation of their utilities, and to determine Zoning requirements for these 
projects. To assist local residence and potential residence with any questions 
they may have concerning a particular piece of property. Also each property is 
assigned its legal address, a folder is created for the street file and fifteen (15) 
agencies and departments are notified of the new lot and street address. 


In 1998 this department issued 1136 permits consisting of the following: 
369 Building Permits 
213 Plumbing Permits 
366 Wiring Permits 
188 Gas Permits 


63 of the building permits were issued for new dwellings, of that 18 dwellings 


were built in Rivers Edge - Adult Retirement Planned Unit Development off 
Bridge Street. 
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20 Certificate of Inspections were issued for public assembly buildings during 
1998, $835.00 in fees were collected and turned into the Town Treasurer for 
these required certificates. 


The estimated construction cost as indicated by the Building Permit 
applications was $5,949,000.00. A total of $87,422.00 was collected and turned 
over to the Town Treasurer for these permits.

REPORT OF THE OLD COLONY PLANNING COUNCIL 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


As your representatives to the Old Colony Planning Council (OCPC), we are 
pleased to present this report on behalf of the council for 1998. 


The Old Colony Planning Council is one of thirteen regional planning agencies 
in Massachusetts, authorized by state statute to prepare plans for the physical, 
social and economic development of their respective regions. OCPC is the only 
regional planning agency in Massachusetts to be designated as an Area Agency 
on Aging. in this responsibility, the OCPC manages federal Older Americans 
Act funding for the elder services in the fifteen communities in the Council's 
regular planning district plus eight additional municipalities that constitute the 
elderly services planning and service area. The OCPC is also designated as an 
Economic Development District by the U.S. Secretary of Commerce 

for coordinating economic development activities within the OCPC district. 
lastly, the OCPC is designated as the Metropolitan Planning Organization 
(MPO) for Transportation and Transit Planning for the region. We are proud to 
report that the Old Colony Planning Council 

has the distinction of being the only regional council in New England to hold 
all of these official designations at the same time. 
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In addition to the designated responsibilities, the council is concerned with a 
wide variety of areawide and inter-municipal concerns as they pertain to the 
development of the Planning District. The Council also assists its member 
municipalities with technical planning assistance, grant application 
preparation assistance and with information on local and regional trends by 
maintaining current socio-economic information. Each member community of 
the Council is represented by one delegate and one alternate member. The 
Council members establish policy, develop the work program, and employ and 
oversee the activities of the professional staff. The council meets on the last 
Wednesday of each month at 7:30 p.m. in the OCPC offices located at 70 School 
Street, Brockton, MA. 


In 1998, the council re-elected Eldon F. Moreira of West Bridgewater as 
President of OCPC; David A. Johnson of East Bridgewater as Council 
Secretary; and Joseph P. Landolfi of Stoughton as Council treasurer. Daniel M. 
Crane serves as Executive Director of the council. The council publishes a more 
complete Annual Report of its activities which is sent out to local officials and 
is available to the public upon request. 


The Council gratefully acknowledges the generous support and cooperation of 
its member communities, the participation and involvement of the members of 
the Joint Transportation Committee chaired by Stephen Baker; the Overall 
Economic Development Committee chaired by Joseph P. Joseph; and, the Area 
Agency on Aging Advisory Committee chaired by Doris Grindle. The Council 
also recognizes the work of local boards and commissions and the government 
agencies, public and private institutions and individuals who assisted its 
efforts.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF WATER COMMISSIONERS 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and Citizens of East Bridgewater: 
The Board of Water Commissioners are pleased to announce that all the 
residents of Whitman Street are now connected to the new 12” water main. The 


new main feeds the system from the newest well off East Street and replaces a 
rusty old 6” cast iron main. This project was completed by the employees of 
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the Water Department. The finished road work on the project was done in 
conjunction with the Highway Department. 


This past year the #3 well off Washington Street was purged and overhauled in 
keeping with the Commissioners yearly plan of purging and overhauling at 
least one well a year. 


This past year, the department purchased a new utility van to replace a 12 year 
old van. 


Water Department superintendent Scott McCann reported on the following: 
there were 56 service renewals, 23 service repairs, 7 water main breaks and 12 
hydrants repaired or replaced. He also noted that over 1 mile of new water 
mains and hydrants have been installed throughout various areas of Town. 


There were 49 new services added to the water department files. The current 
total of residential and business accounts has risen to 3761. 


The Department is continuing the process of converting all water meters to 
electronic reading equipment. Under this program, 702 conversions have been 
installed since the program began in March of 1997. The Board would like to 
thank the residents for arranging access to their homes for these conversions. 


Department employees have also compOleted the construction on the lime 
treatment system at the Pond Street well. this installation now completes lime 
treatment at all the town wells and as a result of these installations rusty water 
and green staining complaints have been reduced significantly. 


The department would like to welcome new employee Neil Winsor to the 
department. 


The Board would like to take this opportunity to thank the other Town 
Departments for their cooperation in working with the Water Department.

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REPORT OF THE TREE WARDEN 
To the Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater 


The Tree Department experienced a progressive and highly productive 
year, accomplishing or intiatinging several objectives which were planned for 
the period. 


The re-establishment of a town nursery was finalized by the planting 
of 90 seedlings, in the spring, on a plot of town land off East street. The 
nursery was maintained during the growing season and an expanded area was 
cultivated to allow for the planting of more seedlings in the coming years. 


The Tree Department applied for and will be accepted into Tree City 
U.S.A. officially in April of 1999. The department also applied for a Heritage 
Tree grant and a Mass Releaf grant for the planting of trees along town streets. 


Some aged hand tools and minor equipment has been replaced. Major 
equipment has been consistently maintained and repaired. A new aerial lift 
was requested in the spring to replace the 20 year old present truck mounted 
aerial lift. Although this piece of equipment was not purchased in 1998 it 
should and hopefully will, be purchased, because of the safety factors 
involved, within the first few months of 1999 


The garage, shop, and office of the tree department was, after 10 years, 
painted and reorganized for neatness and efficiency. 


A full time temporary employee was hired from mid-May through 
September, as needed to assist the department in tree and lawn maintenance 
during this busy season 


Along with the aforementioned accomplishments the Tree Department 
performed its normal duties during the year of hazard tree removal, tree 
pruning, roadside brush removal and the care of several lawn areas. 


There were 136 trees removed. These trees created a hazard to the public. As 
part of the re-established planting program,the department planted 25 trees 
along the town streets in an effort to replace some of the trees that were 
removed. It is planned to plant a greater number per year in the future. 


Numerous trees were pruned for the purpose of removing dead wood, 
broken or damaged limbs and or shaping. 
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Several miles of roadside brush were cut and chipped in an effort to 
create a safe situation and more pleasing appearance, also encouraging grass to 
grow for more efficient maintenance by periodic mowing. 


The department maintained several lawn areas during the spring, 
summer, and fall. These areas included the Town Common for which a 
systematic schedule of fertilization, weed and insect control was instated for 
this area during the season. Also maintained and in some instances fertilized 
with weed and insect control products, were the Town Offices and Police 
Station, Hobart Park, the Library and the Town Cemetery. 


Poison Ivy was sprayed along roadsides and, as allowed by law, on 
private property when requested . This operation was performed along with 
the control of several several outside hornets nests upon request, during the 
hotter summer months. 


I leave the Tree Department in April of 1999. It is with sincerity that I 
thank all Town Departments and Officials for their assistance and support over 
the past years. We in the Tree Department also sincerely thank the 
Townspeople for their support and understanding during the past year.

The 1998 season saw a 25% increase over the previous year in the number of 

scheduled games at Strong’s Field. The season of regularly scheduled games 
started with the high School varsity Baseball Team playing Carver on April 1 
and ended with the Girl’s Field Hockey team playing Scituate on October 26, 
for a total of 130 games. This total does not include scrimmages, practices or 

special functions. 


The High School Tournament originally scheduled for June 10, 11, and 13 had 
to be postponed until June 16,17 and 18 due to persistent and heavy rain. East 
Bridgewater High School also hosted an All Star Game and a Home Run Derby 
on May 30. 


The East Bridgewater Fire Department entertained a good crowd on June 11

with a benefit softball game, playing against the Boston Bruins “old Timers”. 


In the months of May and June, there were only a total of 2 days when no 
games were scheduled, and on most Saturdays and Sundays, 4 games were 
played. 


The East Bridgewater Blue Jays of the Men’s Senior Baseball League held a 
tournament over Columbus Day weekend to raise funds for the park 
Department. Since it was felt that one of the obvious areas that needed 
attention with the field surface was soil compaction, it was decided to use the 
funds for an aerator. This has been purchased and already put to good use. 
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The new well and automatic sprinkler system was activated on May 2. The 
results of the increased watering have been most dramatic, both in appearance 
and quality of the turf, and in its ability to stand up to the impact of the 
increased usage of the past season. 


In addition to regular field maintenance, new fencing was installed on the 
backstop and stone dust walkways were constructed in front of each dugout.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF LIBRARY TRUSTEES 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 
1998 marked another eventful year at the East Bridgewater Public Library. 


In September, the Board of Trustees accepted with regret the resignation of 
Carole Julius, Director of Library Services. Carole accomplished much in her 10 
years of service to the East Bridgewater Library System, including nearly 4 as 
Director. The library had grown and changed much during that time, and 
Carole remained a force of stability and leadership during her tenure. The 
Board of Trustees extends its appreciation for her many years of dedication to 
the library system. 


The early autumn also brought the resignation of Gordon W. Mitchell Middle 
School Media Center Assistant Sharon Fowler, who left to accept a professional 
position in another town. In October, Ellen LeBrun was hired to fill this 
vacancy and has quickly adapted to working in the busy Middle School Media 
Center. In other staffing changes this past fall, the library was fortunate to 
receive funding which allowed us to fill a long-time vacant position of 
Assistant at the Central School Library. Laurie Cavanaugh was hired in 
September. She and Central School Librarian Vicki Boucher continue to work 
to instill a love of reading in our youngest school children. 


Throughout 1998, a wide variety of special programs for children were held at 
the school libraries and the main library. The Central School Library hosted a 
successful 17th annual book fair in the spring. The Mitchell Middle School 
Media Center also hosted its annual book fair, as well as other events such as a 
sixth-grade Poetry Reading and Tea for students and parents. As always, the 
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Children’s Room at the main library offered many special programs, along 
with weekly story times, monthly crafts and school tours. Over 230 children 
registered for the 1998 Summer Reading Program, which featured fun activities 
including a mime performance by Scot Cannon and a visit from “Mike the 
Hatman,” who made silly balloon hats. The theme for the Summer Reading 
Program was “Unlock the Mystery...Read.” In keeping with the theme, Karen 
Glickman gave a talk on “The Mystery of Signing,” Randy Julius spoke on 
“The Mystery of Indian Artifacts in East Bridgewater,” and storyteller Diane 
Edgecomb told “The Mystery of the Missing Duckbill Dinosaur Eggs.” Other 
children’s programs held in 1998 included Halloween stories by Tony Toledo. 


The main library also hosted special activities for adults. In October, while 
Tony Toledo entertained children with scary Halloween stories, Dale Julius did 
the same for adults. Members of the East Bridgewater Library Adult Reading 
Club once again met on a monthly basis. The fall also brought a six-week-long 
book discussion series sponsored by The Friends of the East Bridgewater 
Library and the Massachusetts Foundation for the Humanities, and featured 
books on the Civil War. On alternate Wednesday evenings from September 
through November, an average of several dozen participants enjoyed lectures 
and discussions led by local scholars. In early December, the Board of Trustees 
hosted a Holiday Open House to celebrate the beginning of the holiday season. 
The library was decked out in its finest holiday decorations, and guests of all 
ages were treated to a performance by the United Brass Quintet. The Open 
House also gave the library community the opportunity to thank outgoing 
Library Director Carole Julius for her years of service to the library. 


Throughout the year, the library staff worked hard to maintain the high level 
of service provided to patrons on a daily basis. In 1998, the library purchased 
two additional computers for public use, bringing the number available to 
four. The year saw an increase in the number of “holds” placed on materials at 
other ABLE libraries, thus giving East Bridgewater Library patrons access to 
items beyond our own collection. Staff at the high school and middle school 
libraries worked hard throughout the year entering their collections into the 
ABLE computer system. Once automation is completed, students will have full 
access to the collections of the over 25 libraries in the ABLE system. 


The East Bridgewater Public Library System owes much of its success to the 
generosity of many community groups and individuals. The Friends of the 
East Bridgewater Library have consistently given of their time and resources to 
enhance services provided by the library. The Friends hosted special programs 
throughout the year, including an April visit from Ken Gloss of the Brattle 
Book Shop in Boston, who gave a talk on rare books. In addition to their 
annual book sale, the Friends began an “ongoing book sale” at the library 
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stocked with the many book donations the library receives. The East 
Bridgewater Arts Council sponsored the library’s pass to Plimoth Plantation, 
which has quickly become one of our most frequently used passes. The Council 
once again supplemented the library’s periodical collection by donating several 
arts-related magazines, and the Council’s Cheryl McCabe organized monthly 
art exhibits for the enjoyment of all library patrons. The East Bridgewater 
Kiwanis sponsored a pass to the Science Museum and the Bridgewater Area 
Moms’ Club generously donated a pass to the Roger Williams Zoo in 
Providence, RI. East Bridgewater's three school libraries were each the 
recipients of a generous gift from the Parents Advisory Council. The library 
was once again fortunate to have volunteers kind enough to donate their time 
and energy. At the Middle School Media Center, parent volunteers have made 
much progress in assisting with the automation project, which will give 
students access to the ABLE network. At the main library, Lorraine Roan and 
Stephanie Patt offered their services, as did Leslie Coulter, who has since been 
hired as a Library Page. 


The Trustees ended 1998 faced with the formidable task of finding a new 
Director. After an extensive search, Susan M. Peterson was hired to begin 
work after the New Year. Susan brings to the job enthusiasm and many years 
of experience in public and academic libraries. The board looks forward to 
working with her and the entire staff in order to make 1999 our most successful 
year ever.

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REPORT OF THE EAST BRIDGEWATER PATRIOTIC 
ACTIVITIES COMMITTEE 


To the honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of the town of East 
Bridgewater: 


The function of the Patriotic Activities Committee (EBPAC) is to plan and 
provide for appropriate Town representation and participation for all 
activities, functions and observations of a patriotic nature. This includes 
planning for and preparation of Town parades, exercises, ceremonies and 
participation for events such as: Decoration Day, Armed Forces Day, 
Memorial Day, Flag Day, Incorporation Day, independence Day, Veterans Day 
and others. In addition, The Committee’s responsibilities include maintenance 
and provision for all the town’s Patriotic displays, including monuments, 
memorials, squares, flagpoles and flags. 


The EBPAC works with other Town committees and local civic groups and 
service organizations to ensure that the Town of East Bridgewater 
appropriately fulfills its legal and moral obligations to the People of our 
community, state and nation through recognition of those who have given of 
themselves so that our Country could remain Free and achieve greatness for all 
of its citizens. 


The following are a few highlights, enumerating some of the accomplishments 
of our Committee over the past year: 


On Saturday morning, May 23rd, members of the Committee, together with a 
group of Legionnaires from Post 91 and a team of Cub, Boy and Girl Scouts, 
marked the graves of all Veterans in all town cemeteries with American Flags, 
fulfilling the historical obligation of Decoration Day, the original precursor to 
Memorial Day. 


On May 25th. the Committee, in conjunction with Commercial Club and 
American legion Post 91 hosted the 130th Memorial Day Commemoration; the 
15th held on our Town Common. We sadly noted the passing of twenty-seven 
military Veterans from among our town residents: eighteen from World Was 
IL, six from Korea, one from the Vietnam war and two from the Persian Gulf 
was era, over the past year. Moving and respectful Exercises on the Common 
included music provided by Dan Lasdow and the EBHS Viking Band, the 
recitation of Lincoln’s Gettysburg Address by Melissa Kenn and the haunting 
notes of “Taps” by Todd Erickson and Jared Burrell, students at East 
Bridgewater High School. An American Legion/U.S. Army Reserve honor 
guard rendered rifle salutes at each of the Veterans’ Monuments down flag- 
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lined Central Street, and the crowd adjourned to the Commercial Club where, 
after a brief ceremony hosted by president Larry Davidson at the peter Moskos 
memorial pavilion, a fine family style chicken barbecue was enjoyed by all 
those in attendance. 


This past June 14th being the 175th anniversary of the Incorporation of our 
Town, a special committee had been appointed to prepare and provide for 
suitable activities to mark the unique occasion. The Patriotic Activities 
Committee assisted with their preparations and with the Town’s decoration for 
the main event weekend; providing bunting to decorate Town Hall, the High 
School and the Common bandstand, and hung American Flags from the 
roadside utility poles in a patriotic display that encircled the Common and 
stretched down Central Street to Bedford. The members of EBPAC also 
designed and presented a new Town Flag for permanent display from this 
time forward. In conjunction with this, a new three flag Flagpole was 
purchased and installed on the lawn in front of the Town Hall, and dedicated 
in memory of one of the preeminent patriotic citizens of our community, Mr. 
Wayne G. Johnson, who passed away this past February. A brief and simple 
ceremony in the afternoon was very well attended by the Johnson family and a 
large group of townspeople. 


On the evening of June 14th on the Town Common, the Committee 
coordinated a Flag Day observation ceremony conducted by American Legion 
Post 91 with Cub Scouts from Pack 28 and Boy Scouts from Troop 29, assisted 
by the Fire Department and Ted Haines. Included in the commemoration of 
Old Glory was the appropriately solemn Ceremonial Disposal by fire of many 
old and worn American Flags removed from the cemeteries or contributed by 
Town departments and patriotic local citizens, some of whom were in 
attendance to witness the event. 


Once again on July 4th, the Committee decorated Town buildings with bunting 
and placed all the roadside Flags on the Central Street utility poles in 
celebration of the 222nd anniversary of Independence Day. 


In August, in response to the concerns of patriotic citizens, the 80 foot Veterans 
Memorial flagpole in Rowena Hobart Park on Bedford Street was worked on 
again, in an attempt to straighten its obvious lean toward the south - 
unfortunately, without much permanent success. This effort will continue 
during this coming year. 


On November 11th the Committee, together with American Legion post 91, 


organized out Town’s participation in the 80th annual commemoration of 
Veterans Day. The now traditional Tri-Town Veteran’s day Parade and 
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Exercises were hosted this year by the town of West Bridgewater. Despite a 
driving rainstorm, our contingent of marching units, as well as our Selectmen, 
Fire and Police Officers once again represented us proudly during the parade 
from North Elm Street down Route 106 to North Main Street and the Exercises 
that followed in the basement function room at St. Ann’s church. Our own 
Evelyn Pittsley once again acted as a parade judge for our town. A welcome 
Collation was cheerfully served by Mrs. Marion Leonard and her committee in 
the parish hall immediately after the ceremonies. 


Again this year the Committee managed, on its small budget and with a good 
amount of volunteer help and a few donations, to maintain the Town’s Flags 
(at Rowena Hobart Park, at Town Hall and on the Common), and memorials, 
(the four Squares) refurbishing wreaths and making needed repairs to some of 
the veterans’ monuments, restitching, repairing and eventually replacing all 
the flags that were damaged or destroyed by the effects of our lately warmer 
but more blustery and always unpredictable New England weather. 


Our sincere thanks go to the Superintendent of Schools; the High School 
principal, the High School Band and the Music Department head, the High 
School custodial staff, the town’s assistant Veterans agent, the Tree 
Department, the Park Department, the Police Department, the Fire 
Department, the Executive Secretary and the Selectmen’s Administrative 
Assistant, all the other town officials, Departments and other Committees who 
worked with us; Beaver Nursery, C.N. Smith Farm, Southeastern Regional 
High School, Chet Mann, John Brooks, the Service organizations of East 
Bridgewater, and the Citizens of our Town, without whom we could not have 
achieved the success of the past year. We look forward to working for and 
with all of you again throughout 1999. 


We cannot let the opportunity pass without soliciting for a few good citizens to 
join with us in the important work of providing for patriotic observations and 
the maintenance of our patriotic memorials in East Bridgewater during out

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ANNUAL REPORT ON COUNTY COOPERATIVE EXTENSION 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


The role of UMass Extension, Plymouth County is to deliver research-based 
information to specific groups of people through nonformal methods. The 
local staff work in concert with UMass Amherst faculty and staff on behalf of 
the United States Department of Agriculture to provide valuable information 
in Extension's four program areas. The Extension System is supported by 
County, Federal and State funds, and operates under Federal and State laws 
and agreements. Educational programs focus on four major program areas: 
Agroecology; Natural Resources and Environmental Conservation (grant 
funds); 4-H youth, volunteer and family development; and federally funded 
Nutrition Education initiatives. Volunteer advisory groups work with staff on 
developing specific programs. Programs include: Pruning demonstrations; 
Pesticide applicator trainings and licensing exams; The Annual UMass 
Extension Garden Calendar; Educational resource materials; Training and 
resources for agencies serving youth; Accredited overnight summer camps; 
Teacher workshops and resources; Food Safety Certification Course; Distance 
education opportunities. Local citizens, appointed by the County 
Commissioners, serve as County Extension Trustees, directing the overall 
program. New research findings are translated into practical applications and 
shared with people and communities through workshops, conferences, field 
demonstrations, technical assistance, newspaper articles, radio and television. 
Publications such as regular newsletters and booklets, fact sheets, and home 
study courses, bring information directly to those who need it. 


In Plymouth County, the Extension outreach office is located on High St. 
Hanson. There is a satellite office in the City of Brockton, for the grant-funded 
Family Nutrition Program. In Southeastern Massachusetts regional programs 
are often conducted. UMass also operates the Cranberry Experiment Research 
Station, located in Wareham. Currently the Plymouth County field staff 
consists of a County Director, two 4-H Youth Development Specialists, a Food 
Safety / Family Development Specialist, and a Landscape/ Nursery Specialist.

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REPORT OF SELF HELP INCORPORATED 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


During the program year ending September 30, 1998, Self Help, Inc., received a 
total funding of approximately $11.7M and provided direct services to 13,967 
limited income households in the area. 


In the town of EAST BRIDGEWATER, SHI provided services totaling $189,381 
to 152 households during program year 1998. 


The total funding of $11,737,921 does not tell the real value of human services 
delivered to the area as a whole. Self Help’s funding enabled us to mobilize an 
additional $2,276,402 of other community resources such as, volunteers, 
donations of space, and private donations in the form of goods and services. 
Therefore, the gross value of Self Help, Inc., during the past program year was 
$14,014,323. 


In addition, Self Help currently employs 255 individuals, many of whom are of 
limited income, minorities, and who reside in our service area. 


We feel that October 1, 1997 through September 30, 1998 was a successful 
program year for us because we were able to assist as many limited income 
individuals and/or families as we did, regardless of the challenges with which 
we were faced. 


We thank all the volunteers, the Board of Selectmen and your representative to 
our Board, Mr. Frederick Watson, III, representative of the limited income 
sector Mr. John Caliri, who is also the Chairperson of our Board of Directors, 
and all the representatives of the private sector, for helping to make Fiscal Year 
1998 a success.

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SOUTHEASTERN REGIONAL SERVICES GROUP 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


1998 was a productive year for the Southeastern Regional Services Group. A 
major project involving SERSG Highway Superintendents, The Bay State Gas 
Company and the Regional Administrator resulted in the production of a 
model street opening by-law. This model has been adopted by the town 
Meetings in six SERSG municipalities so far. By adopting this by-law, these 
communities will ensure that those who excavate in the public ways will 
restore the public way to as good a condition as it was in prior to the street 
opening. 


SERSG conducted a number of cooperative procurements for its member 
municipalities and once again significant savings were realized. All 17 
members participated in the Spring DPW supplies IFB. 


The Regional Administrator was invited this past year to speak to a number of 
other municipalities that are considering forming a similar organization to 
SERSG. Addresses were made to the Minuteman Advisory Group on 
Interlocal Coordination (MAGIC), Worcester Area Regional Education project, 
North Shore Regional Manager, South Shore Coalition, and the Plymouth 
County WaterWorks Association. 


SERSG hosted both a Fall and Spring Academic Luncheon and a Spring 
Legislative Breakfast. SERSG put forward legislation that it thinks is needed to 
protect local governments regarding road restoration and the siting of cellular 
towers. Several of our state Representatives and Senators have agreed to 
cosponsor this legislation. 


As the year comes to a close, SERSG remains committed to its mission of 
providing services to its members to that savings in dollars as well as time and 
effort can be realized. We look forward to new and additional opportunities to 
serve your community in the up-coming year.

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REPORT OF THE PLYMOUTH COUNTY MOSQUITO 
CONTROL PROJECT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of the Town of East 
Bridgewater: 


The Commissioners of the Plymouth County Mosquito Control Project are 
please to submit the following report of our activities during 1998. 


The Project is a special district created by the State legislature in 1957, and is 
now composed of 25 Plymouth County towns, the City of Brockton, and the 
Town of Cohasset in Norfolk County. The Project is a regional response to a 
regional problem and provides a way of organizing specialized equipment, 
specially trained employees, and mosquito control professionals into a single 
agency with a broad geographical area of responsibility. 


The 1998 season began with an above normal water table which produced 
large numbers of spring brood mosquitoes throughout the county. Efforts 
were directed at larval mosquitoes starting with the spring brood. Ground 
larviciding was accomplished using B.t.i., an environmentally selective 
bacterial agent. Upon emergence of the spring brood of adult mosquitoes, 
ultra-low volume adulticiding began. The Project responded to a record 
number of residential complaints during the summer. All sprayers and trucks 
performed well with little time lost to breakdowns. 


Eastern Equine Encephalitis virus was first isolated from Culiseta Melanura, a 
bird biting species, by the Massachusetts Department of Public Health from 
collection in Lakeville on September 21, 1998. Of the season’s total of seven 
EEE isolated, five were from Plymouth County as follows: Kingston (9/27), 
Halifax (9/27/) (2), Carver (9/27), and Lakeville (9/21). Based on guidelines 
defined by the “Vector Control Plan to prevent EEE” in Massachusetts, 
Southeastern Massachusetts will be at a “low level of EEE risk” beginning the 
1999 season. The recurring problem of EEE continues to ensure cooperation 
between this Project and the Massachusetts Department of Public Health. 


The figures specific to the Town of East Bridgewater are given below. While 
mosquitoes do not respect town lines the information given below does 
provide a tally of the activities which have had the greatest impact on the 
health and comfort of East Bridgewater residents. 


Insecticide Application. 4,091 acres were treated using truck mounted sprayers 
for control of adult mosquitoes. More than one application ws made to the 
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same site if mosquitoes reinvaded the area. The first treatments were made in 
may and the last in September. 


Aerial Application. Larviciding woodland swamps by airplane before the 
leaves come out on the trees continues to be very effective. In east Bridgewater 
this year, we aerially larvicided 120 acres. 


Our greatest effort has been targeted at mosquitoes in the larval state, which 
can be fount in woodland pools, swamps, marshes and other standing water 
areas. Inspectors continually gather data on these sites and treat with highly 
specific larvicides when immature mosquitoes are present. Last year a total of 
121 inspections were made to 67 catalogued breeding sites. 


Water Management. During 1998 crews removed blockages, brush and other 
obstructions from 1,575 linear feet of ditches and streams to prevent overflows 
or stagnation that can result in mosquito breeding. This work, together with 
machine reclamation, is most often carried out in the fall and winter. 


Finally, we have been tracking complaint response time, that is the time 
between notice of a mosquito problem and response by one of our inspectors. 
The complaint response time in the Town of East Bridgewater was less than 
two days with more than 323 complaints answered. 


Mosquito Survey. A systematic sampling for the mosquitoes in East 
Bridgewater indicates that Coquillettidia perturbans was the most abundant 
species. Other important species collected included Culex pipiens and Aedes 
vexans. 


We encourage citizens or municipal officials to call our office for information 
about mosquitoes, mosquito-borne diseases, control practices, or any other 
matters of concern.

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REPORT OF THE 
SOUTHEASTERN REGIONAL SCHOOL DISTRICT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


Southeastern offers 21 high school technical training programs and seven 
technical institute post- secondary programs. On October 1, 1998, 1,156 
students were enrolled in the high school and 166 students were enrolled in the 
technical institute. 


East Bridgewater’s share of the total FY99 $3,889,573 assessment 
represents 62 students at a total cost of $196,429. 


Grants from a variety of state and federal sources augment local funds 
to improve and expand the education services we provide. Southeastern 
Regional received funds from federal programs such as IDEA-Special 
Education Entitlement, Special Education - Supporting Access to the 
Curriculum, Dwight D. Eisenhower - Professional Development, Title I - Safe 
and Drug Free Schools, Perkins - Occupational Education Vocational Skills, 
and Tech Prep. Commonwealth of Massachusetts grants for health Protection, 
Essential Skills and Technical Training were used to improve instruction. 
Collaboration with MY TURN provided students with increased school to 
career and English acquisition activities. 


Southeastern continued to serve as project manager for a statewide 
Technology Literacy grant. Additional grant funds were used to support a 
special project to single parents. We were able to continue a Goals 2000 
Preservice grant for beginning teachers. 

This grant enables the district and partners to match senior teachers with new 
teachers, to provide mentoring. In concert with the University of 
Massachusetts at Boston, a graduate course with is provided. 


Weare excited about these innovative and progressive grants that 
have the potential for sustained and profound impact on the performance of 
teachers in the commonwealth. 


Massachusetts Comprehensive Assessment System (MCAS) grades for 
tenth grade students indicate the need to continue the development of 
curriculum frameworks in core courses offered at Southeaster. Students as 
well as teachers explore new teaching strategies that promote more problem- 
solving criteria, improving the quality of instruction, both academically as well 
as vocationally. 
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Some off-campus projects included building a 40 X 80-foot addition to 
the Brockton High School Sports Complex. Masonry, carpentry, electrical and 
plumbing students participated with their instructors on the yearlong project. 
Over 50,000 feed of fiber optic and Category 5 wire were installed in the school 
for the Internet backbone. Electronic students continue to connect hubs 
throughout the facility. hopefully, the entire school will be hardwired and up 
and running on the Internet by June of 1999. 


Student organizations continue to thrive and increase. Students 
participate in Distributive Education Club of America (DECA) program and 
the Vocational Industrial Clubs of America (VICA) program. One of our 
students represented the state in the national VICA conference and placed 
second in the country in the area of baking. Southeastern is very proud of its 
National Honor Society. We are in our second year as a chapter and have 
inducted over 75 students to date. 


In May of 1998, we had the privilege to be visited by Dr. John Silber, 
Chairman of the Massachusetts Board of Education. Dr. Silber discussed 
various educational issues and, in particular, MCAS testing as it relates to 
technical schools. He later wrote that Southeastern is “a truly superb high 
school ... that is not only outstanding but genuinely inspiring"” Dr. Silber 
nominated Southeastern as one of the best technical schools in the country to 
the editor of U.S. News & World Report. 


In June of 1998, the school district graduated 210 students. Placement 
records indicate that 98% of the Class of 1998 were placed in full-time jobs or 


had elected to further their education.

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REPORT OF THE MIDDLE SCHOOL BUILDING 
ADDITION COMMITTEE

The year 1998 was significantly different than any other year for the 
Building Addition Committee. As the renovations to the existing facility 
concluded, and the focus shifted to completing punch list items, installation of 
the computer networking systems, and the completion of equipment 
acquisition. 


The committee was also able to complete some additional renovation 
work that was not included in the original work schedule. Our original budget 
contained funding for contaminated soil cleanup around the underground oil 
storage tanks, which were removed in early 1997. These tanks did not 
experience any leakage, so the funds were utilized to re-glaze all the windows 
of the old building and to re-pitch the flat roof to eliminate water 
accumulation. These repairs were not included in the original plans. 


On September 13, 1998, The Building Addition Committee, The Board 
of Selectman, and the School Committee hosted a Dedication Ceremony and 
Open House for the Gordon W. Mitchell Middle School, The John C. Collins 
Community Auditorium, and the Dr. Donald Bannerman Health Clinic. 
Members of the East Bridgewater community were, the first time for some, 
able to visit and tour the facility. Special thanks go to the students of the 
Southeastern Regional Culinary Arts Program for the donated refreshments. 


The committee also recognizes the efforts of the East Bridgewater Tree, 
Highway, Fire, Public Library and School Departments as well as the 
Selectman’s Office. The advice, counsel and support provided cannot be 
measured, but are greatly appreciated.

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CAPITAL IMPROVEMENT PLANNING COMMITTEE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and Citizens of the Town of East 
Bridgewater: 


The Capital Improvement Planning Committee began its work for fiscal 1998 
by asking all departments to carefully evaluate the status of their facilities and 
equipment. The committee requested that each department submit to the 
Capital Improvement Planning Committee a complete list of foreseeable needs 
for the next five years. The result of that request is a lengthy list of projects 
valued at several million dollars. It is critical to our long range financial 
planning that we identify all of our needs. The Committee’s goal is to prioritize 
these projects and to work with the Finance Committee to fund them ina 
manner that allows us to maintain financial stability. 


The list of projects that was prepared for fiscal year 1998 was to be funded by 
the sale of tax titles. Subsequently, the sale of tax titles never materialized, and 
as a result, the Committee had to pass over all of the projects. The Committee 
has reviewed these projects again this year and has decided to recommend 
several projects for the upcoming Special Town Meeting. The attached list 
outlines these projects as well as the projects for fiscal year 2000. 


The Town must continue to undertake capital projects even in years when 
funds are limited. The purpose of our committee is to plan for the future and to 
prevent the Town from having to fund extremely large, unforeseen 
expenditures. Also, the various rating agencies also look at capital spending 
when reviewing our credit rating. They understand that if we do not fund 
capital projects continually, the Town will deteriorate to a point where we will 
have to fund many large projects all at once, resulting in a heavy financial 
burden. 


The Committee also reported to the Town last year our plan to repair the many 
subdivisions that do not qualify for federal or state aid. There has been a new 
development that has changed our plan. According to the Highway Surveyor, 
there will be a severe shortage of federal and state aid due to the Big Dig 
project. The Highway Surveyor must reassess the original plans for the roads 
of East Bridgewater. Due to the time constraints of this planning, we were 
unable to make any recommendations for road repairs for fiscal year 2000. 
However, we anticipate having a long range plan for all road repairs ready for 
fiscal year 2001. 


The Committee extends its thanks to all of the department heads and boards 
that submitted requests, and to the Finance Committee for their support.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 


TREASURER/COLLECTOR/FINANCE DIRECTOR 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


I respectfully submit the Fiscal Year 1998 annual report of the 
Treasurer /Collector/ Finance Director. 


I am pleased to report that during Fiscal Year 1998, we have once again 


succeed in progressing toward our goals to bring the Town of East 
Bridgewater's financial condition, financial practices and general bond ratings, 
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into ranges acceptable to the Massachusetts Department of Revenue, the 
various bond rating agencies (ie: Moody's and Standard & Poors), and the 
expectations of the Citizens of the Town of East Bridgewater. It is expected that 
during Fiscal Year 1999, we will continue to progress towards these goals and 
establish new goals which will exceed the standards and result in a stronger 
financial position for the Town of East Bridgewater. 


Free Cash, one of the most important indicators of Financial health in a 
municipality, was certified by the Department of Revenue at $1,421,242 in 
Fiscal 1998, exceeding Fiscal Year 1997 Free Cash of $1,322,305 by $98,937. 
Continuing on our positive trend, we expect to see Fiscal Year 1999 Free Cash 
to be certified slightly higher while at the same time maintaining services 
under minimal budget operations. We have continued to strengthen the Towns 
Financial picture over the last three years, even after the Fiscal Year 1996 2.3 
million dollar loss in operating revenue from the B.F.I. landfill. Our success is 
largely due to a number of factors which incorporate proper financial planning 
and responsible budget projections, nominal budget reductions (while 
maintaining many of the usual services), outstanding cooperation between all 
departments of the Town, and the great resourcefulness of our various 
Department Heads, Committees and Boards. Especially important were the 
previous years jumps in State Aid Chapter 70. While this additional aid greatly 
help us to absorb the BFI loss and allow us to meet, and exceed, the required 
School Departments Foundation Budget, we must plan and prepare to balance 
our future operating budgets with only modest increases in State Aid. It is 
expected that Chapter 70 increase for FY-99 will be less than $100,000. 


Another positive trend towards financial stability, is the growing 
stabilization fund. The diminished stabilization fund was an important factor 
when Moodys would not rate us as an investable entity. We have worked hard 
to build the stabilization fund from $3.31 in FY-94, $30,004.80 in FY-95, 
$207,068.78 in FY-96, $566,608.32 in FY-97 and $1,054,933 in FY-99. It is 
expected that the stabilization funds will be in excess of $1.6 million in FY-99. 
This is one of most positive factors, when combined with a healthy Free Cash 
figures, that Moodys will consider when determining a rating for East 
Bridgewater. The goal is to achieve a 7% of total budget in the Stabilization 
fund and to use it only for absolute emergency purposes and to keep it 
replenished to the 7% as much as possible. 


During Fiscal 1997 I applied for, and received, a Bond Rating for the 
Town of East Bridgewater that allowed me to successfully offer over 14 million 
dollars of East Bridgewater Bonds on the Securities Market. After submitting a 
great deal of financial documentation as well as objective statistical 
information, I was able to obtain a rating of "A" from Moodys Investment 
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Services. Shortly after this, Moodys changed its rating system and under the 
new system our equivalent rating was "A3". In order to attain the best possible 
rate I submitted all the required disclosure statements and proceeded to apply 
for and negotiated a request to the Moody's Investment Service to consider an 
increase in our Bond Rating. On February 25, 1998 Moodys Investors Service 
assigned an upgraded rating of "A2" to the Town of East Bridgewater. On 
March 11, 1998 we sold a $2,432,000 General Obligation Bond of which 
$1,000,000 was to refund the eligible remaining balances of the 1990 MPL 
Bonds at the lower interest rate of 4.25%. The refunding saved the town in 
excess of $60,000 in interest. As our financial position strengthens in the future, 
I hope to apply for and receive an upgrade in our rating to "A1". Each rating 
upgrade could save the Town hundreds of thousands of dollars in a future 
bond issue. It is therefore very important that we insure the Town's ability to 
continue on this road to success, especially due to the new S.E.C. regulations 
requiring continued and ongoing Financial Disclosure of any municipality that 
brings its securities to market. Under these new regulations, failure to keep up 
ratings and our healthy financial picture, would, as never before, have 
devastating effects on the Towns ability to borrow in the future as well as the 
possibility of negatively effecting our obligations and liabilities to present 
investors, thus leaving us open to litigation. 


Continued careful attention to cash-flow and investment opportunities 
have resulted in additional savings and earnings for the Town. Tax 
Anticipation borrowing cost money and by careful attention to the Towns cash 
flow, unnecessary borrowing continues to be eliminated. Iam proud to say 
that during the last four years, I have not borrowed any Tax Anticipation 
moneys resulting in excess of 160,000 dollars saved in anticipation interest. In 
addition, investment practices which call for safe insured investment at the 
highest possible yield resulted in the average investment return to the Town at 
about 5.25%. These practices will continue into the next fiscal year. I have 
made available to all citizens of the Town, a written investment policy for the 
Treasurer /Collector. This document is available both at the Town Hall and the 
Public Library for review by any citizen. 


Aggressive tax collection will continue throughout the next fiscal year. 
These aggressive collections have resulted in marked increases in our Free 
Cash and Estimated Receipts. New Tax Title Takings and Tax Receivables have 
fallen off sharply in the last two years thereby reducing the required Overlay 
and Fee Cash that must be kept in reserve until those taxes have been paid. By 
fully utilizing the Statutory Collection procedures as well as making available 
affordable delinquent tax payment plans to our citizens who have fallen 
behind in their tax payments, we have seen a greater percentage of tax 
collections for both current overdue taxes as well as Tax Titles. For those who 
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will not pay, a very aggressive plan of action is already in effect which include 
over 20 active cases in Land Court for Tax Foreclosure and six cases in the Civil 
Court System to collect taxes owed which exceed the value of the property 
taxed. In addition, in January of 1998 a list of all unpaid Real Estate, Personal 
and Tax Title were published in the Brockton Enterprise. This list was public 
notification that, in accordance with Chapter 60 Section 2c of the Massachusetts 
General Laws, I intend to offer for sale, "in bulk" by auction, those Accounts 
Receivables listed . Six months after that publication the receivable account 
which includes penalty, interest, taxes and rights of foreclosure, could be sold 
to the highest bidder, unless the account has been paid in full. Delinquent tax 
payers would then owe the taxes to the financial institution who buys the 
receivables and they will have an opportunity to request a payment plan 
directly from that institution. The limited restrictions on the payment amount 
and payback period that Iam required by law to adhere to, will not have to be 
adhered to by the buyer of the receivable, thereby a greater opportunity for 
affordable payback terms will be available to the taxpayer. This new law took 
effect for the first time in Fiscal Year 1998 and East Bridgewater was one of the 
first municipalities in Massachusetts to take advantage of it. Unfortunately, 
due to a restriction in the Massachusetts Law, no bid was received at that time. 
Once this restriction is worked out between the Department of Revenue and 
the Financial Organizations, I would consider a re-sale if necessary. In the 
mean time diligent efforts within "Land-Court" and civil court will continue, 
however, the results of the planned auction and the continued efforts has 
resulted in the balance of the outstanding receivables being reduced from 2.2 
million at the time of advertisement to the present balance of approximately 
$750,000. The unanticipated result was a pleasant surprise and has gone along 
way in improving the Towns financial status. 


Tax Title Land Sales have commenced for properties taken by 
Foreclosure in Land Court many years ago but never sold. The results of this 
benefits the Town in two ways. First, the sales proceeds will replenish those 
revenues lost in unpaid taxes; and second, it will put those properties back on 
the tax rolls in order to increase our tax receipts. Future takings in Land Court 
will be sold in a timely manner for the same reasons. Seven Tax Title 
Possession Properties were sold at auction in November of 1996 for a total of 
$66,400. Another auction in Fiscal 1998 sold an additional $70,000. All 
properties were put back on the tax rolls once sold. 


Audit reports for Fiscal 1998 by our outside auditing firm of Theven & 
Company, P.C. are available in the Town Accountants Office, Treasurers Office 
or the Public Library. Once again the results of this audit are very favorable 
both in the Management Letter and the Financial Statements. 
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In October of 1997 the Data National Tax Collection Software was added to the 
new system to replace the inoperative Munis Tax Software. As a result tax bills 
were printed and taxes collected on time, saving the Town tens of thousands of 
dollars in interest, earnings losses and loan interest charges that would have 
resulted if this software was not purchased at that time. Both the Water 
Software and Tax Software are now on line and working well. The Financial 
Software such as Accounts Payable and General Ledger went on line July 1, 
1998. 


The Town's Financial Team, which is made up of the Town Accountant, 
Treasurer/ Collector / Finance Director, Administrative Assessor, and the 
Executive Secretary, is responsible for not only for the completion of the official 
financial documentation of the Town, but also the financial projection, 
explanation and advice rendered to the elected officials of the Town of East 
Bridgewater. Those elected officials that deal with the finances, such as the

NEW YORK, February 25, 1998 - - Moody’s Investors Service has 
assigned a rating of A2 to the Town of East Bridgewater's General Obligation 
Bonds of 1998. The A2 rating for this residential town southeast of Boston 
reflects its growing taxbase, average wealth levels, low debt and imrpoving 
financial position. 


East Bridgewater is a residential suburb bordering Brockton to the south. With 
a limited economic base, most residents commute to Brockton or the 
metropolitan area for work. The taxbase has been expanding slowly but 
steadily in the past few years after some contraction through the last recession. 
Socioeconomic levels vary above and below median, respectively. Owner 
occupied median housing value is just below the state median at 94% and full 
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value per capita currently stands at $52,816. The unemployment rate in 
October 1997 was 3.5% just above the state measure of 3.3%. Residences 
currently account for 88% of assessed valuation. 


The town’s debt position remains positive. State school construction aid 
mitigates the town’s debt burden and the refunding portion of this issue allws 
for rapid payoff. The town receives reimbursement from the state for =80% of 
outstanding school construction debt. About half of this issue refunds 
outstanding debt and the bulk of the remainder will be used for the acquisition 
of land. The land is intended for the future use of a school, a playground, or 
other uses deemed necessary. The rate of debt repayment is rapid at 88% in ten 
years. Debt as a percentage of full value is 1.5% which is less than half the 
median for similiarly sized municipalities. The town anticipates no significant 
additional borrowing in the next few years. 

East Bridgewater's financial position has improved markedly since 1994 due to 
improved budgeting. The town has produced steadily increasing operating 
surpluses and has budgeted a surplus for FY1998. The town has overcome the 
negative fund balances of 1993 and 1994. The general fund balance is currently 
8.3% ($1.6 million) of operating revenues and the undesignated fund balance is 
currently 2.3% ($496,000). East Bridgewater’s stabilization fund was just over 
$1 million as of December 31, 1997. Property tax collections rates have 
improved steadily in recent years.

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REPORT OF THE 175TH ANNIVERSARY COMMITTEE 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


The members of the 175th Anniversary Committee are pleased to submit their 
report for the 1998 Town Report. 


To begin our report, we would like to quote the beginning paragraph of the 
July, 1998 edition of the newsletter, “Our Town & Our Times”, editors Beth 
Hayes and Jane Haines: 


“Those who love the town have always believed there is a spirit of East 
Bridgewater, but now there is proof. Despite Mother Nature’s attempt to pre- 
empt the celebration of the 175th Anniversary by dumping record rainfall on 
us, the weekend of June 12 - 14, she could not spoil the party.” 


We began the weekend on Friday evening, June 12th with an Anniversary Ball 
attended by over 250 residents. The Massachusetts National Guard 215th 
Army Dance Band played for the attendees for over four hours and delighted 
us all by the variety of music played. During the evening, a ceremony was held 
presenting a town flag by the Committee Chairman, Peter Spagone, to Town 
Moderator Carl “Pete” Eastman to Selectmen Chairman, Anthony Costello.

In closing, we would like thank the Board of Selectmen for appointing each of 
us to the committee. It has been a joy working together planning this 
celebration for our town. Each member brought a wealth of experience in 
different areas, which contributed to the success of the weekend. It was our 
pleasure to serve on the Committee and we look forward to perhaps new 
ventures in the years to come.

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REPORT OF THE CHAIRMAN OF THE 
EAST BRIDGEWATER SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


Iam pleased to submit this report as Chairperson of the School 
Committee. 


The year 1998 brought many accomplishments for the School 
Committee, beginning with the formulation of the Strategic Planning 
Committee in the Spring. After two full days and many hours of hard work, a 
Strategic Plan for the East Bridgewater Public Schools was arrived at. Our 
many thanks go to all persons involved in this huge undertaking. This plan is 
a very well thought out product, which will serve to guide the school 
department in the coming years. 


Once the Strategic Plan was approved, Action Planning Committees 
were formed in the Fall, and their Action Plans were submitted to the School 
Committee for approval. Many of the action plans have already been 
implemented, and we will continue to monitor the progress of these plans as 
time goes on. 


In April of 1998, at our annual reorganization meeting, I was elected as 
Chairperson, Gordon Hatfield was elected as Vice-Chairman, and Thomas 
Hamilton was elected as Secretary. Our student representative is Dan Moylan, 
who makes a significant contribution to our meetings. In the Fall, | appointed 
Fred Chapman as our FY00 Budget Chairman. 


The Spring of 1998 also brought a new test to our students: the 
Massachusetts Comprehensive Assessment System, or "MCAS". These tests 
were given to our fourth, eighth, and tenth grade students over a period of two 
weeks in May. Although the results, which were received in the Fall, were not 
as high as we had hoped, it is important to remember that these results are a 
benchmark, and it is our intent to do all that is necessary to improve our 
curriculum, so that it is in line with the state frameworks. Our staff has 
already done much to bring about this alignment, and will continue to work on 
this in the up-coming years. 


We are very pleased to report that the wiring of the High School and 


Central School has been completed, thanks to the Foundation Reserve and 
Technology Grant funds we had received. All three schools are now "on line" 
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and another major step in reaching our goals outlined in our school 
improvement plans has been reached. 


With the passing of a $13,174,553.00 budget at the June 1998 Annual 
Town Meeting, we were able to increase our staff, thereby increasing the 
programs we are able to offer to our students, and decreasing class size at the 
same time. We are thankful to the citizens of East Bridgewater for their 
continued support. 


In September of 1998, the School Committee received the formal 
resignation of John C. Collins. Mr. Collins has been the principal of the 
Gordon W. Mitchell Middle School since it was opened in 1968, and has been 
the guiding force of that school ever since. He will be greatly missed by all, but 
is wished the best for his retirement. 


Also, at the Middle School, the formal dedication ceremony took place 
in September of 1998. This ceremony was moving and fitting, as we dedicated 
the Gordon W. Mitchell Middle School and received the symbolic key, which 
was passed from the architect to the Selectmen, and finally to the School 
Committee. It is now officially ours, and we again thank the Building 
Committee and John Collins for all their hard work and complete dedication in 
seeing this addition become a reality. 


What is probably the most ambitious goal the School Committee has 
set for themselves was begun in the Fall of 1998. We began a complete review 
and revision of our entire policy manual, and expect to have these revisions 
made and approved by the Spring of 1999. A full revision of the School 
Committee Policy has not been done, in its entirety, since 1983, and we look 
forward to its completion. 


The School Committee wishes to thank all the town departments for 
their continued support this year, and we look forward to continuing this 
relationship in the up-coming year.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the East Bridgewater School Committee and the Citizens of the Town of 
East Bridgewater: 


Once again, it is a privilege to present the annual report of the 
Superintendent of the East Bridgewater Public Schools. The 1998 school year 
has been exceptionally busy and demanding as the school system continues to 
implement the changes and mandates of the Massachusetts Educational 
Reform program. All students in grades 4, 8 and 10 participated in the 
Massachusetts Comprehensive Assessment System testing program in May 
1998. This first year of these tests is described as a year of baseline, or 
benchmark, data. The test results for our system were overall satisfactory as 
the average student scores in eight of the nine subject area tests in each grade 
were at, or above, the state average score. However, the state averages were 
low in this first test administration and it is clear that much work must be done 
to align our instructional curriculum with the Massachusetts Curriculum 
Frameworks in order to raise levels of student achievement to meet 
expectations. Our school system has been working to revise, modify and 
develop a K-12 instructional curriculum that is reflective of the state 
frameworks which constitutes a state instructional curriculum. We have not 
had a K-12 curriculum or instructional continuum in our system and this 
process is lengthy and time consuming. However, it is critical to meeting the 
demands of the Massachusetts Comprehensive Assessment System testing 
program and we are committed to the success of our students. Thus, our 
highest priority is to raise achievement levels for all students. Our students 
and teachers have been working hard to bring this about. 


We have made great strides with the advancement of technology in all 
three of our buildings. The 1998 year saw all three schools wired for internet 
capability in all classrooms, media centers and computer labs. All three schools 
have intranet connections and internal e-mail. The goal is to complete the 
systems with a wide area network that will allow exchange among the schools 
and be interactive with home computers. These extensive wiring projects were 
completed with funds from a Foundation Reserve grant obtained by the town 
because of extenuating financial circumstances and need and by the funding 
process for the Middle School addition and renovation. No funds came from 
the school’s operating budget for the technology wiring. All schools continue 
to need computer hardware and software as funding has not been adequate for 
these needs through the regular school budget process. However, the 
community can be very pleased and proud of the progress that has been made 
to integrate technology into the instructional program for all our students. 
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While the Gordon W. Mitchell Middle School was fully operational 
with the new addition and renovations in February 1997, the formal dedication 
ceremonies waited until all details were completed, including the technology 
components. A very special event took place on Sunday, September 13, 1998, 
with the dedication of the school. Supt. Gordon Mitchell was present to 
receive accolades as the official naming took place and the beautiful 
architectural sign located at the street entrance was acknowledged. This 
historic afternoon also saw the dedication and naming of the John C. Collins 
Community Auditorium and the Dr. Donald Bannerman Health Clinic. Mr. 
Mitchell served as superintendent for 21 years, Principal Collins has been 
principal for 32 years, and Dr. Bannerman was school physician for over fifty 
years. It is most fitting and appropriate that these three men who have made 
such significant contributions to our school system were so honored on this 
occasion when their names become permanent memorials within the building. 
As we conclude the last phases of responsibility for the Middle School Building 
Addition Committee, we cannot thank this dedicated group enough for the 
leadership that the Building Addition Committee provided for the funding, 
design and construction oversight of this beautiful school. The Middle School 
Building Addition Committee is a tireless group of talented people who 
contributed individually and as a whole to the undertaking which has so 
greatly enhanced our school system. Sincere appreciation is extended to: 
James Hardy-Chairman, Patrick Lynch-Vice Chair, John Michael Curley, 
Secretary, William Andrews-Treasurer, and Edward Rodricks, Gordon Ross, 
Frank Hallquist, Margaret Alexander and Dominic DeAngelo. 


The funding increase in the FY98 school budget provided for 
additional teaching staff which reduced class sizes at the Central and Middle 
Schools and provided additional course sections at the High School. 
Regretfully, the town was only able to fund the FY99 budget at level services. 
Since staff was still needed, the School Committee voted to omit the computer 
line items and make computer technology a capital needs request. This 
decision allowed the school system to hire five teachers who were needed to 
address instructional needs at the Middle School and the High School. 
However, the capital needs plan to sell tax title property was not able to come 
to fruition. This meant that there were no line items for computer acquisition 
and no alternative means of purchase. Thus, with the new wiring in place, the 
schools had little or no funds for the computers. Clearly, budget problems 
continue to challenge the schools and the town. The school system still has 
significant needs that have not been met through educational reform funding 
or local funds. This is not the fault of the community which is described by 
state officials as a high effort-low ability community. Still, the need to provide 
computer instruction and technology supervision exists in all schools, as well 
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as needs for additional instructional and special education staff. The Middle 
School and the High School each have one art teacher for 999 and 650 students 
respectively. There is also a need for an alternative high school program for 
students who are in danger of "dropping out" when there is no option to 
traditional schooling. There are serious needs for new textbooks that will align 
instruction and content with the Massachusetts Frameworks. We have made 
much progress and the school system is grateful to the community for the 
sacrifice and support. However, there are still urgent needs to be met in order 
for the school system to have the necessary resources to meet the demands of 
Massachusetts Educational Reform. 


A Strategic Plan was completed in 1998 that has established six major 
goals for the school system to be implemented over the next two to five years. 
The Strategic Plan identified as primary goals: Communication, Community, 
Curriculum and Instruction, Funding, Technology and Facilities. The Strategic 
Plan was developed by approximately 25 people who represented the school 
system, parents, the community, town government and students. The Strategic 
Plan was mailed to every household in the community so that all citizens will 
know the goals for the system. Phase two of the Strategic Planning process has 
been to bring an even more broad based group into participation as Action 
Planning Committees met for several months and established the action steps 
to implement the goals. The Strategic Plan was approved by the School 
Committee in the spring of 1998 and the Action Plan to accompany it a few 
months later. Now begins the work of carrying out the Action Plans that will 
guide our system development. The facilities section of the Plan calls for a 
study of existing buildings and future needs of the town. The High School is in 
need of extensive renovations as the main part of this building was constructed 
in 1957 and was not designed for the needs of the 21st century. It has been 
well used and cared for but is clearly showing the wear of thousands of 
students who have come through the doors. Central School has no music 
classroom, an art room with serious ventilation problems, and too few 
classrooms to be able to have the entire kindergarten within its walls. There 
are still two kindergarten classes at the High School. We have no room for 
increasing enrollment, for any expansion of pre-school or kindergarten, and no 
meeting or office space within these two schools. The superintendent's office is 
also way overcrowded for the seven people who work there and for the 
myriad of files that it houses. A review of facilities will be a major task of the 
Strategic Planning process. 


The East Bridgewater Public Schools have also become members of 
PALMS, Partnership for Advancing the Learning of Math., Science and 
Technology. This Partnership is for southeastern Massachusetts and is open to 
school systems who have a Leadership Team and who develop a specialized

Action Plan to promote mathematics, science and technology in keeping with 
the goals of PALMS. The PALMS program emphasizes active, problem solving, 
critical thinking and higher order teaching and learning processes. Along with 
the commitment to PALMS, our teachers are requiring much more writing of 
all students. The emphasis on writing is often referred to as writing across the 
curriculum as it is stressed in all areas. This is in keeping with the expectations 
of the Massachusetts assessment program. We have also developed a system 
wide Professional Development Committee to plan and initiate system wide 
professional development for our teachers. This committee is comprised of 
teachers and curriculum specialists who know the needs of faculty and 
accordingly are able to plan for the system. There is also a system wide 
Curriculum Council which organizes the process for alignment of our 
instructional program with the Massachusetts Curriculum Frameworks and 
the Common Core of Learning. All of this work is required by the educational 
reform program. 


Much progress has been made as the state now funds approximately 
59% of the school operating budget. While the school budget has increased 
significantly, we had still not met the foundation budget in 1998. The 
successful attainment of the high standards required by educational reform 
will necessitate adequate funding to provide the needed staff and resources. It 
is difficult for the School Committee and the Superintendent to constantly seek 
a funding increase from a community that has just stabilized after fiscal crisis. 
However, we must advocate for the students of East Bridgewater who deserve 
equal educational opportunities. 


There are many people who give of themselves to ensure the best 
possible education for our children. The East Bridgewater School Committee is 
model of committee operation. This School Committee takes personal work 
and vacation time to attend conferences and training sessions to be among the 
most knowledgeable and aware Committee members in the state. The School 
Committee members devote many hours to committee and sub-committee 
meetings. They are always mindful of the needs of the children. It isa 
pleasure to work with them and I thank them for their tireless efforts and 
support. The mandates of educational reform have brought about much 
change in our school and in the learning that takes place in the classroom. The 
process of extensive change and the additional programs that have developed 
to meet these needs have increased the responsibilities of the building 
administrators. They have met these increased demands on time and task with 
much hard work and selflessness. I am indebted to our principals, Mr. John 
Collins, Mr. George Frye and Mr. George Kelly as well as the assistant 
principals, Mrs. Patricia McCusker, Mr. Howard Burbank, Mrs. Lorraine Pratt 
and Ms. Carolyn Cragin. The quality of our teaching staff is demonstrated 
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every day in our schools and is another source of pride. The ever increasing 
demands of the special education program have greatly expanded the job 
responsibilities of the Director of Pupil Personnel Services, Mrs. Kathryn 
Levine. Mrs. Levine does an outstanding job providing for the needs of our 
special education students, overseeing the health education program, guidance 
services and all system grants. Mr. Richard Achin, Administrative Assistant to 
the Superintendent, has also provided extensive assistance with the outside 
maintenance of our buildings and grounds, transportation and food services. 


The close of this school year will find Principal Collins retiring after a 
long and distinguished career. He has been the only principal of the Middle 
School and has provided leadership for over three decades. He is known for 
his personal integrity and his sincere care for those in his charge. It has been a 
pleasure to work with Jack. His values and character will remain long after 
Jack is enjoying a well earned rest. Many thanks to a valued colleague and 
friend. We wish him a long, healthy and happy retirement. 


Our central office secretarial staff has been asked to do more each year 
as we take on the requirements of educational reform. Extensive and exacting 
data reports must be filed with the state and these just keep increasing. Our 
staff meets all demands in a professional and competent manner. I am 
personally grateful and appreciative of the technology skills of Mrs. Anne 
Kaiser who represents us on town technology committees, keeps us in good 
standing with state reports and is able to provide professional development 
training in technology for secretaries and staff. 


Our school system continues to grow and improve each year. This is 
in great part a tribute to the wonderful students and their families who 
comprise our school community. The schools are a reflection of our 
community and receive much encouragement from the involvement and 
support of our town officials. I would like to especially thank Mr. John 
Clifford, Executive Assistant to the Selectmen, for his unfailing insight, advice 
and counsel. I am also indebted to our fine town officers who done so much to 
sustain fiscal stability and good government in East Bridgewater: the Board of 
Selectmen, the Finance Committee, Town Treasurer/Collector Frank Savino 
and Town Accountant George Samia. Highway Surveyor John Gormley has 
been especially helpful in ensuring that the streets, sidewalks and parking lots 
are safe and ready for school in all weather. Mr. Gormley has also been most 
helpful in his ongoing and accurate communication in weather emergencies. 
The Tree Department is also acknowledged for the cooperation and concern 
that is expended for school grounds. 
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We are very fortunate in the quality of service that is provided by our 
Police and Fire Departments. The Police Department and the schools have 
jointly appointed Detective Michael Kennedy as special attendance officer. 
Detective Kennedy assists the school administrators with attendance issues 
and any other serious matters which require police involvement. Officer Janice 
Cunningham continues to present a model DARE program which has become 
a valued tradition in our schools. The Fire Department works cooperatively to 
assist the schools and responds in minutes to any call for assistance. We are 
grateful to all the town departments for such unfailing cooperation and high 
standards. 


Our report would not be complete without acknowledging the unique 
nature of our school and town library system and how well it works for the 
schools. Library Director Carol Julius resigned during the 1998 year and will 
be missed by all as she not only supervised the library program but served on 
several committees within our schools. 


The truly wonderful students and families of East Bridgewater are a 
constant inspiration. Our children deserve the very best and our school system 
stands ready to make every effort to attain the highest standards of excellence 
that are expected by our community, our parents and the state. We are 
committed to providing the schools with the necessary resources and direction 
that will allow us to meet all expectations for the 21st century. This can only be 
accomplished when the schools and the community work together. Thank you 
for the opportunity to serve as your superintendent in these challenging and 
exciting times in public education.

REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF PUPIL PERSONNEL SERVICES 
Dear Dr. Riordan: 


Iam pleased to submit to you this report on the delivery of special 
services to East Bridgewater students. During the 1997-98 school year, 
approximately 300 students were served through various special education 
programs. Of this number, over 90% were served within our own classrooms 
and programs. 


We continued to focus on delivery of services within the regular 
education classroom whenever possible. This emphasis applied both to the 
special education services and to the remedial education services that took 
place through the Title I program. Students have access to a broader range of 
knowledge and feel better accepted socially when they remain within the 
regular education setting rather than being pulled out for special or remedial 
services. 


At the Central School, we continued to have a fully integrated special 
services delivery model. In this model the students remain in their regular 
classrooms while receiving help from the special needs staff. This model has 
been very successful in helping students to retain their self esteem while 
coping with learning problems. The fact that it works so well is a credit to the 
regular and special education teachers involved and to the many aides who 
help carry out the program. 


Our preschool program enrollment continued to require two sessions 
per day. Because of this program we were able to meet the needs of all but one 
of our preschool special needs students here within our own district. The 
preschool program is also an integrated program as are the other elementary 
special education programs. At the preschool level this means that non- 
disabled students are recruited from the preschool population of the town. 
These children then serve as models and peers for the special education 
preschool aged children. As a result, all of the children learn that everyone is 
valued in spite of their differences. 


The Early Childhood Advisory Council remained very active during 
the year. They sponsored workshops for parents and teachers and a Breakfast 
with Arthur for the town’s preschool children. They also produced three 
newsletters during the year which focused on young children and described 
normal development, activities parents could try, safety issues, and other 
articles of interest to the parents of young children. 
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At the Gordon W. Mitchell Middle School, special services were again 
provided through a combination of mainstreaming and pull-out programs 
based on the strengths and needs of the students. In addition, a substantially 
separate program continued to meet the needs of students who required more 
intensive academic help than could be otherwise provided. For the first time, 
thanks to the new building addition, East Bridgewater was able to serve as a 
host to programs from each of the two educational collaboratives of which we 
are members. The Middle School housed in their building two collaborative 
classes. One was a class for multiply handicapped students run by the North 
River Collaborative. The other, run by the Reads Collaborative, was a class for 
students with emotional or behavioral problems. The staff of the Middle 
School made both of these programs feel very accepted and welcome in the 
building. 


The High School continued to provide resource help to students with 
special needs through highly individualized instruction. As at the other 
schools, this instruction was supplemented with speech therapy or adaptive 
physical education services where necessary. The high school special 
education staff lost a fine special educator in Mrs. Ginny O’Kelly when she 
transferred to the Student Support Specialist position. However, we were very 
fortunate to hire Mrs. Catherine Wetherbee as a special needs teacher who 
came with considerable experience in dealing with adolescents. At the same 
time, we were fortunate to keep Mrs. O’Kelly somewhat engaged with the 
special needs population as she assumed the role of coordinator of the high 
school special needs Team meetings. 


While not a special needs program, the new Alternative Program at the 
high school has had an impact on special education referrals outside the 
district. This program, which was new during the 1997-98 school year, was 
designed to meet the needs of both special and regular education students with 
behavioral or social concerns. Students who would have been referred to out 
of district placements in the past because of behavioral problems will now 
have an in school option. 


Under the leadership of chairpersons Mrs. Carol Joy and Mrs. Darren 
Eaton, the Special Education Parent Advisory Council had another very active 
year. They sponsored workshops on a variety of topics of interest to parents 
and again sponsored a puppet show for the third grade students at the Central 
School which helped educate the children on the acceptance of diversity and 
of people with special challenges. The puppet show was again performed by 
students from the middle school under the supervision of their teacher, Miss 
Branco. 
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In the area of health services, we continued to implement health 
education programs at each school under the general coordination of part time 
Health Coordinator, Mrs. Donna Harman. For the first time in many years 
each school building had a full time school nurse. Mrs. Ann Doherty, the new 
nurse at the Gordon W. Mitchell Middle School, found time in her very busy 
schedule to coordinate an immunization program for students to protect them 
from contracting Hepatitis. Mrs. Lynch, the Central School nurse, designed 
and carried out a survey of students on smoking, and all of the nurses put 
special efforts into programs on illness prevention and hygiene. 


Fiscal year 1998 saw an increase in terms of grant monies received. 
Total grant funding for the year amounted to $409,140. This was an increase of 
$103,414 from grant funding in FY’97 which had amounted to $305,690. The 
Fiscal “98 grant funds were used to provide drug abuse prevention education 
and services; to purchase computers and software for the Middle School; to 
hire aides to implement the integrated special education services at the 
elementary and middle school levels; to hire a teacher and five aides to help 
with the remediation of reading at the Middle School and Central School; to 
contract for physical and occupational therapy services for the preschool and 
Kindergarten; to hire a part time Early Childhood Coordinator and a part time 
preschool teacher; to provide extensive staff training in the areas of math and 
science; to hire a health specialist and health educator and provide special 
health programs; to train teachers and provide supplies to support special 
education students in the regular education curriculum; and to provide 
comprehensive after school activities for students at the Gordon W. Mitchell 
Middle School. 


In summary, the 1997-98 school year was a very active and productive 
one in the area of pupil personnel services. The staff continues to be 
outstanding and commendable in their energy and dedication to meeting the 
needs of all of the students of East Bridgewater.

“We believe...the quality of our schools should be measured by the 
degree to which they successfully provide for the uniqueness of the individual 
learner by creating learning experiences which accommodate the variety of 
learning rates, learning styles and personal needs of our students within a 
spectrum of public school programs.” 


Miss Kathleen LaPierre was appointed as guidance counselor to fill the 
vacancy created by the resignation of Dr. Ann Leonard-Zabel. Miss LaPierre 
earned a Bachelor of Arts in Communication from the University of New 
Hampshire. She received her Master of Education in Counseling from 
Bridgewater State College and is certified as a School Guidance Counselor and 
School Adjustment Counselor. 


Mr. Paul Akoury was appointed to fill the position created by the 
resignation of Mrs. Erica Morrill. Mr. Akoury is a graduate of Stonehill 
College, Berklee School of Music, and has an elementary teaching certificate 
from Bridgewater State College. He was the full time substitute for Mrs. 
Morrill from March until June of 1998. 

Mrs. Susan 
Sullivan was appointed to fill the vacancy in grade one created by the 
resignation of Ms. Amy Donnell. Mrs. Sullivan is a graduate of Stonehill 
College and did a Post Baccalaureate Certification Program in Elementary 
Education at Bridgewater State College. She did her student teaching at the 
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Gordon W. Mitchell Middle School, and worked as a substitute teacher and 
substitute Title One aide here at the Central School. 


Mrs. Karen Batti transferred from grade one to grade three to fill the 
vacancy created by Ms. Margaret Dowling’s transfer to the Middle School. She 
has been a wonderful addition to the grade three team. Mrs. Michelle McGee 
was hired to fill the grade one position created by this transfer. Mrs. McGee is 
a Summa Cum Laude graduate of the University of Massachusetts at Boston 
and earned her teaching certificate from Bridgewater State College. She did 
her student teaching here at the Central School and was a long term substitute 
for Mrs. Evangelista, as well as a Title One aide at the Central School. 


Mrs. Rebecca Hobson-DeLeo resigned from her position as 
kindergarten teacher in August. Ms. Noreen Murray who had been the .5 
kindergarten teacher for the 1997-98 school year was appointed to fill this full 
time position. Ms. Linda Smith who worked as a Special Needs Aide at 
Central School for the 1997-98 school year was appointed to the .5 kindergarten 
position. Ms. Smith earned a Bachelor of Science in Special Education and 
Early Childhood Education from Fitchburg State College. In addition to her 
work at the Central School, Linda has experience as head teacher at a private 
pre-school and in the Attleboro Chapter One program. 


Mrs. Linda Zentz-Kuehn was appointed as the Reading Specialist at 
the Central School to replace Mrs. Ann Harper who resigned to accept a 
principalship in Abington. Mrs. Zentz-Kuehn earned a Masters Degree in 
Reading from Bridgewater State College and is certified as a Reading Specialist 
and elementary teacher. She has demonstrated skill in teaching reading, 
diagnostic assessment methods, reading program evaluation, and selection of 
materials. She has twenty years of elementary teaching experience. 


The Central School student population is from pre-school to grade 
three. There are still two kindergartens and a pre-school class at the high 
school. The change in the kindergarten entrance age from December 31st to 
September 1st had a significant impact on the size of the kindergarten class this 
year. The physical education classes are still taught in the cafeteria, the gym is 
used for two third grade classes, and the music program is taught in the 
classrooms, as there is no music room. 


The basic foundation for each child’s educational success is established 
at the Central School. The teachers use the D.C. Heath Reading Program under 
the direction of Mrs. Linda Kuehn, Reading Specialist. This ‘92 edition features 
a literature based, thematic curriculum that is highly motivational for the 
children. There is extensive use of tradebooks that are especially challenging 
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for our exceptional readers. The Heath program was purchased by the 
Houghton Mifflin Company and will no longer be published. We are in the 
process of evaluating textbooks to recommend a new series to the School 
Committee for next year. Mrs. Maureen Tucker, Math Specialist, supervises 
the children’s’ progress and conducts teacher training programs. The 
mathematics program features the Addison-Wesley Math Series that is based 
upon the National Council of Teachers of Mathematics standards. We were 
fortunate to receive funding under the state technology bond that paid for the 
entire school to be network wired this summer. We also have the internet 
connection through Media One at no cost. We have a “State of the Art” 
computer system in every classroom and office with PC computers for the 
children to become computer literate. 


The pre-school program under the direction of Mrs. Marian Ferris is 
outstanding. This program is accredited by the NAEYC which is national 
recognition for excellence in Early Childhood Education. 


The Guidance Counselors are very much involved with student 
placement, special education testing, child abuse and neglect programs, along 
with crisis intervention situations. Mrs. Sabin and Miss LaPierre are an 
essential component in our communication between teachers, students and 
parents to assure the success of each child. 


Mrs. Victoria Boucher, Central School librarian, has a large annual 
circulation of books with this unique school/town library program. As well as 
having library once a week, the children receive special subject instruction on a 
weekly basis from Mrs. Katherine Douglas, art teacher; Mrs. Carolyn Post, 
physical education teacher; and Mrs. Maryanne Rebhan, music teacher, who is 
retiring this year. 


We have again seen positive community support and town 
department cooperation in many areas. Officer Janice Cunningham provided 
our children with programs on school bus evacuation, seat belt safety, and 
child abuse prevention. She presents a positive image of the Police 
Department to the children. Mrs. Mary Jane ILsley is our new parent volunteer 
coordinator this year. She has been exceptional in organizing the parent 
volunteers in the classrooms as well as helping out with special events at 
school. The Central School Council has been very active this year with Mrs. 
Joanne Benner, Co-Chair. The Council developed a School Improvement Plan 
and was instrumental in developing the FY00 Budget presentation to the 
School Committee. 
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The Playground Committee worked many hours fundraising for Phase 
I of our project. They also provided labor, equipment and materials to 
refurbish the playground. The beautiful new playground equipment would 
not be there for the children without this committee. We appreciate the efforts 
of Mrs. Lorraine Pratt, Mrs. Sandra Kendrick, Mr. and Mrs. David Batti, Mrs. 
Kim Eldredge, Mrs. Laura Kirshkaln, Mr. Thomas Card, Mrs. Peg Mercier, Mr. 
Richard Tevis, Mr. Michael Bresinski and Mrs. Janice Costello who, along with 
myself, and many wonderful volunteers, worked from dawn to dusk to 
construct our new equipment on a Saturday in October. Mr. Gormley of the 
Highway Department, and especially Mr. Cary Whittemore, used heavy 
machinery to remove the old equipment. Mr. and Mrs. Thomas Card also 
provided several hundred mum plants for the school grounds. 


This is a very large school which is cleaned and maintained by the 
Head Custodian, Mr. E. Russell Murphy, and his two men, Mr. Donald Alger 
and Mr. James Robak. They have a great deal of pride in the building which is 
obvious from the appearance of the school. In the cafeteria, Mrs. Jeanette 
O’Day and her workers prepare several hundred meals daily. Mrs. Karen 
Lynch, the school nurse, cares for approximately 50-70 children daily in the 
clinic. The very competent school secretaries, Mrs. McStowe and Mrs. Tesson, 
are best known to the children and parents as the friendly, helpful people in 
the office who really run the school. 

I would like to express my sincere appreciation for the dedication and 
commitment of the Assistant Principal, Mrs. Lorraine Pratt. She is responsible 
for a myriad of different tasks including student discipline, schedules, special 
education evaluations, substitute teachers, and is the driving force behind the 
new playground project. 


The central office staff with Mr. Achin, Administrative Assistant, and 
Mrs. Levine, Pupil Personnel Director, are always helpful to the staff. The 
School Committee with Chairperson, Mrs. Jayne Curley, works many hours to 
provide an excellent school system for the citizens of East Bridgewater.

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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE 
GORDON W. MITCHELL MIDDLE SCHOOL 


Dear Dr. Riordan: 
I respectfully submit my 32nd and final report as Principal of the 


Gordon W. Mitchell Middle School. The December 1998 enrollment was 992 
students. The following is the distribution of students by grade: 


Grade 4 205 Grade7 188 
Grade 5 211 Grade8 197 
Grade 6 192 TOTAL 992 


This represents a net enrollment increase of eight students in total enrollment 
over the past year, but this number will increase quickly when the classes of 
225 students begin to enter the Middle School in Grade 4 next year. 


The Middle School Building Addition Committee continued its 
oversight of the Renovation/ Addition project. The last phase of the project, 
finishing the list of work that was incomplete or in need of correction, is in its 
final stages, and the Committee hopes to have its work completed by June 
1999. The official dedication of the school was held on September 13, when the 
building was formally turned over to the School Department for its use. No 
single ceremony can truly give a sense of the time, work, and dedication of the 
Committee that was directly involved in overseeing the entire project which 
was ten years in duration. This group was faced with many challenges and 
obstacles, but it never avoided its responsibilities and continued until its goal, 
the completion of the Middle School, had been achieved. The membership of 
the Building Committee for this past year was:

The Middle School Council continued to implement its comprehensive 
School Improvement Plan. The written goals and objectives in the categories of 
STAFF AND STUDENT SUPPORT, COMMUNI-CATIONS, CURRICULUM 
AND INSTRUCTION, SCHOOL CLIMATE, and STUDENT ACTIVITIES 
were again assessed for progress, and follow-up activities needed to complete 
the Plan were developed. Fora second year, the School Council was awarded 
a State Grant of $25,000 for an After School Activity Program. Notification of 
funding came in September, which meant that students in grades 4-8 had the 
opportunity to register for a variety of after school programs in the fall of 1998. 
Included in these activities were intramurals, visual and performing arts, 
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academic enrichment clubs, and training and service learning programs. This 
grant will allow the school to accomplish many of the student activity goals 
which were part of the School Improvement Plan. The FY2000 budget 
development, Joint Council meetings, helping in the development of a 
Strategic Plan for the system, and selection of staff were other major activities 
engaged in by the Council. This year, the composition of the council was:

The campus of almost 1,000 students continues to be organized in a 
dual school concept, with a distinct separation of Grades 4-6 from 7-8. The 
students in these configurations have separate time schedules and 
transportation systems, as well as distinct instructional models. The fourth 
grade is housed in self-contained classes, while fifth and sixth grade students 
are in two teacher(partner) teams. Their school day begins at 8:25 A.M. and 
ends at 2:25 P.M. Seventh and eighth grade students are assigned to four 
member teaching teams for instruction. Their day begins at 7:35 A.M. and 
ends at 1:35 P.M. This concept was developed in the initial planning phases of 
the building project, when the community was surveyed for their concerns and 
ideas, and it was clear from the data that they desired two separate “schools 
within a school.” 


A major project undertaken by both grades 4-6 and 7-8 is the revision 
of the Reporting System that was developed in 1974, and which has not been 
altered in any significant way. Committees of staff, administration, guidance 
and parents are attempting to develop age appropriate reporting formats for 
all grades that will give parents pertinent information about their child’s 
progress. It isthe intent of both committees to make their recommendations in 
the Spring of 1999. 


The guidance department, consisting of Mrs. Jane Cartier, Mr. Richard 
Gothage, and Ms. Annemarie Meaney, continues to develop programs that 
help our students deal with many issues that exist in today’s society. Small 
groups are set up to work with a counselor in areas that involve divorce, 
separation, and drug and alcohol problems. In addition, the work of student 
placement, transitioning students from grade to grade in the Middle School, 
application to outside schools such as Southeastern Vocational High School, 
private high schools and agricultural schools, placement in our own High 
School, enrollment in Project Contemporary Competitiveness Summer 
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Institute, and many other duties must be completed. In a comprehensive 
school setting such as ours, it is necessary to satisfy a wide range of concerns, 
and our Guidance Department continually does an excellent job meeting these 
needs. 


Middle School staff were involved in a variety of curriculum and 
professional development activities during 1998 for the purpose of improving 
the instructional program under the direction of Mrs. Robin Billing, the Middle 
School Curriculum Specialist. Inservice time was spent training staff in the 
Collins’ Model of Developing Writing and Thinking Skills Across the 
Curriculum, using the new computer network and technology applications, 
and the responsibilities of special and regular education teachers under the 
new Federal special education law. All staff spent time in small groups during 
the December inservice conducting a preliminary analysis of MCAS results. 
Teachers and support staff attended professional development conferences and 
workshops in a variety of subject areas. During the school year and summer of 
1998, Middle School teachers worked individually and with colleagues on 
specific curriculum development projects, including the development of new 
social studies curriculum in grades 5 and 6, the establishment of grade level 
topics and standards for science curriculum in grades 1-10, and the 
development of Focus Correction Areas and Focus Teaching Areas for Writing 
in grades 4-8. All curriculum projects focus on revising or developing new 
curriculum which implements the MA Curriculum Frameworks. In July, 
fifteen Middle School staff members participated, along with colleagues from 
the High School, in a week-long Great Writing Teacher’s Course, which 
provided them with further training in the Collins’ Model of Teaching Writing. 
In the spring of 1998, system-wide K-12 Curriculum Teams in seven content 
areas completed the process of “mapping” and analyzing existing K-12 
curriculum in relation to the Massachusetts Curriculum Frameworks and 
developed curriculum improvement objectives for the district. Final reports 
were submitted to the School Committee in June. The system-wide 
Curriculum Council is coordinating efforts to align the district curriculum with 
the state frameworks and to develop a K-12 written curriculum in all content 
areas. Professional Development Committee members were involved in 
planning with colleagues from Central and High Schools for the all day 
system-wide teacher workshop that took place on October 9, 1998. The theme 
of the day was “Implementing the Curriculum Frameworks.” Ongoing 
professional and curriculum development is essential in order to support the 
continuous improvement in curriculum, instruction and assessment necessary 
to align with the state standards and to prepare students for the Massachusetts 
Comprehensive Assessment System (MCAS). 
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In the spring of 1998, students in Grades 4 and 8 participated in the 
first official administration of the MCAS test in the areas of English Language 
Arts, Mathematics, and Science and Technology. Grade 8 students also 
participated in a question tryout for History and Social Science. In early 
December, MCAS scores were reported for individual students, as well as by 
school, district and state. Test results will be utilized by staff to guide 
curriculum improvement and alignment efforts, with an emphasis on writing 
and thinking in all content areas. 


Eighth grade students who participated in the New England 
Mathematics League competition placed among the top scorers in Plymouth 
County during the 1997-98 school year. The Gordon W. Mitchell Middle 
School was ranked the #2 school in Plymouth County in the 8th grade contest. 
Eighth grader, Reilly White, tied for the #1 student ranking in Plymouth 
County. 


Seventh and eighth grade students participated in the annual National 
Geography Bee sponsored by National Geographic Society in December. 
Eighth grader, Paul Folloni, was the winner of the School Finals. Results of a 
written qualifying examination will determine whether Paul will be eligible to 
participate in the state level competition of the National Geography Bee held in 
the spring. 


The cultural and curriculum enrichment programs sponsored during 
1998 by the Middle School Parents and Teachers for the Arts included: Wild 
Again: Misunderstanimals; World of Anne Frank; David Jennings, Civil War 
Program; Dr. Sandra Clark, Bridgewater State College, Slide Presentation: The 
Rock Cycle; Dr. Glenn Miller, Bridgewater State College, Slide Presentation: 
Peru; Native American Perspectives; Promised Land: Songs and Stories of 
Immigrant America; Scot Cannon: Music and Mime; and Dan Butterworth 
Marionettes. Two performances of The World of Whys by The Little Theater of 
the Deaf were partially funded by a grant from the East Bridgewater Arts 
Council, a local agency which is supported by the Massachusetts Cultural 
Council, a state agency. All programs sponsored by the Middle School Parents 
and Teachers for the Arts are funded by proceeds from the annual Middle 
School Fall Fundraiser. 


The After School Programs for the 1997-98 school year, funded by the 
Massachusetts Department of Education, included three spring activities which 
involved students in programs that contributed to the town’s 175th 
anniversary celebration in June. A group of grade 4-6 students in the Flags and 
Banners class researched East Bridgewater history and created eight banners 
which depicted important events in the history of the town. The banners were 
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displayed in the community and were then presented to the East Bridgewater 
Historical Society. A group of 7th and 8th grade students were involved in the 
publication of an 1800’s style East Bridgewater anniversary newspaper. The 
publication, called The Spectrum, featured student and teacher writings about 
East Bridgewater life in the 1800's, as well as articles about the 175th town 
anniversary. The newspaper featured original ads from East Bridgewater 
businesses from the 1800's, as well as a special font and format that gave it the 
feel of an authentic newspaper from that era. Funding for the publication of 
the newspaper was obtained from the East Bridgewater Savings Bank, the 
Anniversary Committee, and the After School Program Grant. Copies of the 
newspaper were available on the Common for the June celebration. Also in 
honor of the town celebration, Ms. Jackie Kelley, Middle School parent, wrote 
an original play about the history of East Bridgewater, The Mystery of the 
Deerskin Document, which was performed for the public by a group of grade 
4-6 students enrolled in Ms. Kelley’s Drama Production class. The Middle 
School received the same grant on a continuation basis for 1998-99, which will 
fund after school programs for a second year. Alternative funding for after 
school programs is being sought for the 1999-2000 school year, as it is 
anticipated that the state grant will not be available for a third consecutive year 


In closing, let me, for the last time in this format, thank the entire 
Middle School staff for their efforts. For 32 years, I have had the privilege of 
working with individuals who have tried to make a difference in the lives of 
children. I have also had the opportunity to work in a community which 
believes that children are important. Those factors have sustained me, for 
hope is necessary in any human endeavor, and the belief that we can improve 
the lives of our youth is critical if we expect to be successful in their education. 
Dr. Riordan, you and Mr. Mitchell have been true leaders, helping to shape our 
educational venture in a way that emphasizes that “kids come first.” Your 
office has always been supportive, and the help of Mr. Achin and Mrs. Levine 
has really made a difference in our ability to complete many tasks. Finally, my 
special thanks to Mr. Burbank and Mrs. McCusker for their cooperation and 
expertise in helping to manage a major school complex during challenging 
times.

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REPORT OF THE HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 
Dear Dr. Riordan, 


Iam very pleased and proud to submit the annual report of the High 
School for the year 1998. Personnel changes had a significant impact on the 
High School. We were fortunate to make significant additions to our faculty 
and staff. Mary Muckenthaler and Cathleen Dennison joined the math 
department, Gloria Sloan is the new business teacher, Darren Burkett joined 
the English department and Kevin Crean is the new addition to the social 
studies department. 


Three outstanding candidates, Sandra Lombardi, Cori Brennion, and 
Michelle Booth, have filled the positions of supervisory, alternative program, 
and student support services aides. Ms. Lombardi is a certified teacher with 
teaching as well as coaching experience. Ms. Brennion is currently working 
toward her certification. Mrs. Booth brings much experiential knowledge to 
the position. They are welcome additions to the staff. 


We began the High School year with the continuing steady increase of 
students that we have experienced in recent years. As of the official October 1 
enrollment, 646 students, twelve more than last year, attended East 
Bridgewater High School. The breakdown by grade and gender is as follows:

Our High School Council has been invaluable providing assistance, 
guidance and initiative as plans are developed and ideas tested. The School 
Improvement Plan for 1998-1999 includes monitoring and support for the 
NEASC evaluation and block scheduling, review of the graduation 
requirements and weighted class rank, review of the delivery of student 
support services and of the High School administrative structure. 1998 brought 
about the conclusion of service for two of our long-time and most significant 
members, co-chair Jane Haines and Don Nelson. We are fortunate to add 
Colleen Rosenberg and Tansy Walker-Bois to the Council as their successors. 


A comprehensive professional development plan for this year has been 
developed with input from a planning committee led by Ms. Cragin. The 
committee membership was representative of the faculty and our faculty 
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advisory council. The plan includes system, high school, and department 
programs, as well as faculty research and development groups. 


The curriculum committees have worked hard to complete curriculum 
maps and recommendations which will serve as resource information as we 
continue to align our curriculum with the state's curriculum frameworks. 


The writing across the curriculum initiative was well-received and will 
serve as a focus for future efforts. 


MCAS testing was successfully implemented through an excellent 
team effort of students, faculty, and staff. Our first year results are serving as a 
useful benchmark to govern our curriculum revision process. 


A two-year follow-up to the evaluation by the New England 
Association of Schools and Colleges accreditation visit in November 1996 
continued our evaluation and improvement efforts. During much of 1998, a 
distinguished follow-up committee evaluated progress toward goals that were 
designated by the commission. Math coordinator Leanna Russell, who chaired 
our steering committee during the evaluation process, served with distinction 
as co-chair of the follow-up committee. 


We evaluated the first two years of block scheduling and were 
encouraged with the results of that evaluation. Most parents, students and 
faculty have found block scheduling to be a positive way of organizing the 
school day. We have also found that students generally received higher grades 
under this plan. As with any program, improvements can be made, and from 
the input of our parents, teachers and students we learned much that will help 
us improve our scheduling process. We have found that students have been 
able to take more courses with block scheduling, and preliminary evidence 
indicates an improvement in the quality of learning as well. 


The Viking View newsletter was established in an effort to improve 
communication with the community and is mailed on a monthly basis to all 
High School families and is distributed throughout the town. We are very 
pleased with the quality of this publication which is directed by assistant 
principal Carolyn Cragin and produced by secretary Maureen Hill. 


The building has been wired as part of the state technology plan. The 
library has gone on-line with the ABLE system. Technology is being used more 
in providing library services as well as Internet access that is available in the 
library. 
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The Viking Saga, this year produced by the students in the Creative 
Writing class, sponsored writing contests that continue to provide 
opportunities for our students to publish their writing. 


The members of the Theater Arts class, taught by Helen Cox, presented 
the Wizard of Oz at the Middle School and received rave reviews for their 
efforts. 


Our co-curricular programs, coordinated by student activities 
coordinator Barbara Gillespie, music director Dan Lasdow and athletic director 
Allen Smith, are exceptional. Our Viking Band and Color Guard were New 
England champions for the fourth consecutive year. The Viking Marching 
Band, Concert Band and Concert Choir performed at Walt Disney World in 
Orlando, Florida, at Disney's "Magic Music Days," April 23-28. Band and 
chorus members represented the school in an exemplary manner at numerous 
community events, and individual members were recipients of many awards. 
Our athletic teams earned a championship in girls' track, and tournament 
qualification in baseball, girls' basketball soccer and track. The football team 
lost only one game to league and Super Bowl Champion Rockland. Theater 
continued to grow in quality and student involvement under the direction of 
Helen Cox and Nancy Miller. The spring musical Guys and Dolls was a huge 
success. In academics, in scholarship awards, in performing arts, both music 
and drama, in student government, athletics and in citizenship, East 
Bridgewater High School is the “Home of the Champions!” 


The Key Club, through funds raised with its annual Lock-In, has 
significantly increased the scholarship funds available to our graduating 
seniors. 


Senior class president, Tommie-Ann Lombardo, won the state title of 
Massachusetts Junior Miss. Tommi-Ann also won awards in fitness, presence, 
composure, talent, and tied for the spirit award. In June Tommi-Ann competed 
in Alabama in the Junior Miss USA pageant. 


Laurel Vuong was chosen to be featured on the Channel 5 WCVB 
News as their "A+ Student of the week". For those of you who know Laurel, 
we are sure you agree that Laurel is A+ as a student and as a human being. 
This program is several years old, and Laurel is the first of our students to be 
recognized for this award. 


We are always pleased with the accomplishments of our students and 


the High School program. We believe that what we do, we do well. We are also 
always concerned that there are many things we cannot do for lack of a 
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program, course or staff. As the problems of our society escalate, so do the 
problems of adolescents. There is a need for remedial staff for regular 
education students, a school psychologist, an adjustment counselor, a social 
worker, a comprehensive school-to-career program and additional special 
education staff as we work towards full inclusion. An Academic Resource 
Center needs to be developed to assist students to pass the state mandated 
testing program for graduation. 


As the High School expands learning opportunities for students and as 
our enrollment grows by the projected 10%, increased staff and classroom 
space will be needed, particularly if we are to meet the requirements of 
Educational Reform. We will need teachers in English, business, art, math, 
science, technology, social studies, and world languages. While much has been 
accomplished in our technology program, especially our recent connection to 
the Internet and the creation of our own East Bridgewater High School web 
page, the High School also needs to expand its computer capabilities and 
computer access for all students on a regular basis. Many of our computers are 
antiquated and thus not able to run the software that is now available for 
instructional purposes. There are also many building maintenance concerns 
such as lockers, doors, floor tiles, heating system and school security issues 
that have been deferred because of budget constraints. Many of these will have 
to be addressed in the very near future. 


While funding and resources are a very real concern, East Bridgewater 
High School continues to provide a quality educational experience. Our 
strengths are in the motivation and commitment of our students and staff.

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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF SCHOOL FOOD SERVICES 
Dear Dr. Riordan: 


Iam pleased to submit the annual report of the Director of Food 
Services for 1998. 


A variety of lunches continues to be provided to the students of the 
Central, Middle and High Schools under the leadership of the cafeteria 
managers. Managers are continually trying different menus in order to 
increase participation which in turn results in increased commodity offerings 
by the Federal Government. 


Many of the options and choices desired by the students are met in 
part by having a portion of the government commodities processed into items 
which are preferred by the students. Some of the most popular of these 
processed items are chicken nuggets, chicken patties, and meatballs. A “fast 
food” type of menu which includes the processed commodities are preferred 
over the more traditional types of meals. Many of the items classified as “fast 
food” such as the nuggets, patties, and French fries are baked and not deep fat 
fried. 


The result of baking over deep fat frying is a meal which meets all the 
nutritional guidelines and is lower in fat than foods served in today’s “fast 
food” restaurants. 


After eight years at the cost of $1.00 for a full student lunch, it was 
necessary to increase the price by .25 cents to $1.25 in order to offset the 
increased food and labor costs. 


The lunch program at the Middle School and High School continues to 
feature an a-la-carte program with a variety of offerings. The sale of the a-la- 
cart items continues to supplement the cost of the lunch program with the 
wide variety of juices being the most popular item. 


The rising price of salaries, benefits and non-government food 
products and repairs has resulted in a significant decrease in the operating 
surplus of the school lunch program. 


It is important to note that with the exception of health benefits 


provided for by the Town and light/heat, etc., by the School Department, the 
school lunch program is self-supporting. 
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The school lunch program offers some limited commodities to the 
kindergarten program and supplies meals to the senior citizens on a weekly 
basis for the cost of $1.00 at the Gordon W. Mitchell Middle School. The High 
School cafeteria continues to provide lunches to R.E.A.D.S. Academy students. 
R.E.A.D.S. is a collaborative program for students from East Bridgewater and 
surrounding towns and is located on Pleasant Street near the Brockton line. 


The success of any program is directly related to its personnel, and I 
would like to express my appreciation to School Lunch Program Managers, 
Mrs. Jeanette O’Day, Central School; Mrs. Sophie Stec, Middle School; and Mrs. 
Kay Mormino, High School, and all the workers and substitutes at all the 
schools. A special thank you to Mrs. Jacqueline Edwards, Administrative 
Assistant to the Director, for her outstanding work. Thanks also to Dr. Judith 
Riordan, Superintendent of Schools and Principals Mr. Jack Collins, Mr. 
George Frye and Mr. George Kelly and the students and parents without 
whom there would be no program. 


I would like to personally thank Mr. John Collins, Principal of the 
Gordon W. Mitchell Middle School, who is retiring this year. Jack has been 
very supportive of the lunch program over the years and I wish him well in his 
retirement.
